moſt of thoſe different FEras and Epochas, 
which were made Uſe of in the World, thro 
the Series of this Hiſtory. 


Chronology is the Doctrine of Times, Eras 
and Epochas. An ra or Epocha, 7s a fixed 
Point in Hiſtory, grounded upon ſome fignal E- 
vent, and made Uſe of in Chronology, to begin 
to compute Years : Of theſe there are three 
Sorts, Sacred, Ecclefiaſtical, and Civil or Political. 
Sacred Epochas are thoſe wwe take from the Bible, 
as the Creation, Deluge, Foundation of the 
Temple, &c. Eccleſiaſtical Epochas are taken 


from Authors who have written the Hiſtory of 


the Church, fince Our Saviour*'s Birth. Civil 
or Political Aras, are thoſe which regard the 
Empires and Monarchies of the World; as 
the taking of Troy by the Grecians ; the build- 


ing of Rome, Sc. The Era of the Scleucidæ, 


from zwhence the Macedonians began to reckon 
their Years, begins at the Reign of Seleucus 
Nicanor, one of Alexander*s Captains. The

A. Beroſus indeed does not call him by his Name, 
but deſcribes a Perſon of his Character, to have lived 
ten Generations after the Flood, and ſo Mo/es makes 
Abraham. Nicolaus Damaſcenus mentions his Name, 
and ſays he came frem the Country of the Challlec, 
and ſettled in Canaan, but on account of a Famine went 
into Eoypt. Eugelimus alſo very remarkably agrees with 
the Hiſtory of /s. 

Q. What Pariiculars have you in the Remains of 
Sanchoniathon, which ſeem totally with the Actions of 
Abraham ? 

A. He gives us the Hiſtory of one CH, who had 
but one Son by his Wife, and another by another Per-

mily. 3. That he ſacrificed his only Son, (ſo Abraham is 
reported to have done by the Heathen Hiſtorians) and wy 
that Chronus's Son who was ſacrificed, was named Je- 

hud ; and thus [aac is called by Moſes, Gen. xxii, 2. 

Q. What do you gather from hence? 

A. That there is a great Probability that 1Mo/c;'s 
Abraham, and Sanchoniothon's Chronus, were one and the 
ſame Perſon. 

Q. Where did Iſaac live after his Father's Death? 

A. At the Place where his Father left him. 

Q. What Children had he by Rebekah ? 

A. About 20 Years after Marriage he had by her 2168 
two Sons, Eſau and Jacob, the latter was very ſtudious 
in religious Contemplations: But Eſaa had little Care 
about them, and for a {mall Refreſhment fold his Birtb- 
right to Facob. 

Q. What was this Birth-right ? 

A. His Right of being Prioſ or Sacrificer for his 
Brethren, for ſelling of which he is juſtly termed Pro- 
phane, as not 8 a due Eſteem for a religious Em- 
ployment, which belonged to him. 

Q. How hug did Iſaac live in the Land of Canaan ? 

A, About this Time there was a Famine in the 2208 
Land, and as his Father Abraham had before done, he 
removed to Gerar, where E/au married two Hittite 
Women, much to the Aitliction of his Parents. 

n here was the Country FA the Hittites ? 

A. They bordered upon Philiſtia, near to Gerar. 

Q. Who was King of Egypt at this Time ? 

A. Syphis, a very famo<s Prince, who according to 
Sir Jaln Marſham's Tables, was the roth King of 
Memphis after \7:2es or Mizzaim, and reigned 19 5 Ih 222 
He was the fit of the Egyptians who ſpeculated upon 
religious Subjects. 

. 4s 1 afprehend, the Egyptians were not at this 
Time become Idolators, in what did the Religion of Noah 
and Abraham differ from theirs ?

. He liv'd with great Comfort, and in a little Time 
was made his Steward, and had the Management of al] 
his Affairs; but his Mifre/s falling in Love with him, 
ruined all, for on his refuſing to comply with her De- 
fires, ſhe accuſed him to her Huſhand, of a Defign to 
raviſh her ; and he was caſt into Priſon, where he was 
kept two Years.

A. The King of Egypt had dreamed two remark- 
able Dreams, which made him very uneaſy, becauſe his 
Magi could not interpret them : In his Perplexity, two 
of his Servants, who had been Fellow-Priſoners with 
Joſeth, remembering how punctually he had interpreted 
their Dreams, gave the King an Account of it, who 
ordered 7o/cph to be ſent for.

Q How did he behave himſelf towards them ? 

A. At firit he uſed them ſeverely, but afterwards 
diſcovering himſelf, he ſent for his Father, and obtain- 
ed for him and all his Family, a Reſidence in the Land 
of Cen. 

Q. How hong did Jacob live after he came to Egypt? 

A. Seventeen Years. When he died, Jeſepb ordered 
the Phyſicians of Eg pt to embalm him, and made a 
iclema Mourning for him ſeventy Days; then obtained 
Leave of Pharaoh to go into Canaan, to bury him; and 
all 7o/eph's Brethren, and all the prime Officers of the 
Court of Eg ypt attended the Funeral.

Q How did this firſt Paſtor King Salatis uſe the Iſ- 
raelites ?

A. He was the Son of Neptune, who very probably 
was an Inventor of Shipping, and ag? thence c:me to 
Le called the God of the Sea; for the Eg ppt: ans call the 
Stores, which the Sea V/aves beat — K. pt hau. 

Q 77 hether did Belus go ? 

He went to Babylon, and carried with him ſome of 
ng E. ian Prieſts, and obtained them leave to leitle, 
and cultivate their Studies there, and they met with En- 
couregeme nt and Protection. 

Q. i bat Studies were the/s Eg gy ptians enca rei in? 

A. 'T hev employed theaitelvs in Aſlranam y, and = 
maki g Obs crvations on the Stars; And 15 the Ex £1021 
Jad ſound out a Method to impro: e tneſe Vicws, 300

2. Whether did Cecrops go? 
He left Egypt ſooner than Belus, and after ſome 2453 

Years travel, fixed at Attica, in Greece ; where he mar- 
ried Aus Daughter, and on his Death, ſucceeded 
him in his Kingdom. 

Q. How did Cecrops ad in his new Government? 

A. Before his Time, this People liv'd promiſcuouſly 

and down the Country, unſettled; and took the Fruits 
of the Earth, and Cattle for their Uſe, where they could 
find them; but he gave them Lazvs for Society, and drew 
them together, to five in ſettled Habitations ; and built 4 
Town or City, which he called Cecr9p1a. 

Q. Who ſucceded Cecrops in this Kingdom ? 

A. Cranaus, a wealtliy Attican, one of whoſe Daugh- 
ters married Amphidtyon, who expel d his Father-in-law, 
and made himſelf King; and in a little "Tame Erichthonins 2497 
depoſed him, who very probably came into Greece with 
Cecrops. 

* What became of Cadmus ? | 

A. He came into Boa, and built Theber, accom- 24 
panied by a Number of Followers, called the Tie; 
they were Natives of Phenicia, and coming into this 
Country, which was inhabited by the Hyartes, and 
Aones, they expelled the former out of the Country, and 
came to Terms of Accommodation with the latter. 

Q. What was the Agreement between Cadinus ase 
Aones ? 

A. He bought a Cow and marked her, and told ti 
he had a ſpecial Command from the Gods to bail 
City, where the Cow ſhould lie down when weary ; aud 
then ordered his Companiens to drive her gently into tlie 
Country; and where ſhe lay down, te built Cad», 
giving the ones free Liberty to incorporate with lis 
COP: 

Q. Where did Danaus, another conſiderable Egyptian 
Fugitide travel ? 
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Anno A. He was deſcended from Grecian Anceſtors, and 
Mun. came to Argos, and obtained that Kingdom from G-- 
ers the Son of Sthenelus. 
. How ærere the Argives induced to accept him for 
their King, being a Stranger? 

A. Gelanor, was a deſcendant of the Brother of Iaſus, 
late King of Argos ; and Danaus of Ilaſus, by I his 
Daughter; and when the Arguments for their Right had 
been heard on both ſides, the next Day was appointed 
to determine their Claims; and the People being aſ- 
ſembled, an Accident put an End to the Diſpute, and 
gained the Crown for Danang. 

Q. What was the Accident, which determined this 
Matter ? | 

A. There happened a Fight between a Nef and a 
Bull, where the People met; and the Wolf conquering the 

2501 Bull, the Combat was thought Ominous ; for they being 
leſs acquainted with the Wolf than the Bull, declared by 
the Event of this accidental Combat, that the Stranger 
ſhould rule over them. 

Q. What remarkable Occurrences do you meet with in 
his Reign ? 

A. According to the Parian Chronicon, a Perſon 
named 1ars, was tried at Athens, for the Murder of 
Halirrithias, the Son of Neptune; and that the Place of 
the Trial was called Arius Pagus ; and this was the Be- 
ginning of the Court of Areqpagus at Athens. 

Q. Was not Greece inhabited lung before theſe Days ? 

A. It is certain that it was; but there can very little 
be ſaid about the Affairs thereof, before theſe Men 
ſettled in it; and the ſeveral Kingdoms that were raiſed 
on the other Parts of Greece began alſo about the Time of 
Ce 4. - 

Q Was the antient Religion of Greece introduced by 
theje Egyptians ? - 

A. It is generally ſaid ſo, and in their Time the E- 
gvptian Religion was ſtrangely corrupted ; for they 
vorſhupped not only the Luminaries of Heaven and their 
fmous Men, but alſo Images, and living Creatures, as 
Birds, L. afts and Reptiles, 

Q. Ha ve 
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Q. Have you any particular Colliattaus or Monuments Anno 


of their Laols ? 


Antiquity, given us by Mentfar;orr, called the Table 
of IJ, which may properly be called a geyeral Table of 
their Divinities of every kind, and of all the Religions 
and Superſtitions of Egypt. Though this ſeems of a 
more recent Date than either Cadmus, Danaus, Plut arch, 
or Euſebius. | 

Q. Give a Deſcription of this Table ? 

A. It was made of Braſs, and about four Foot ſquare ; 
the Ground Work was a black Enamel, inlaid with Silver 
Plates, which repreſented differeut Figures, diſtinguiſhed 
into ſeveral Copartments, and interſperſed with various 
Hierorbyphicks, to decypher them. 

Q. Where tat is Curiofety found ? 

A. It fell into the Hands of a common Artificer at 
Rome, when that City was plunder'd by Char.

A. In the Time of their Affliction, Moſes was born, 
and his Mcther unwilling to have him thrown into the 
River, made a Bake, put the Intant into it, and ſet it 
among the Bullruihes by the Water Side; leaving it to 
the Providence of Ged. | 

Q. FH hat became of it afterwards ? | 

A. Pharnbs Daughter coming to the River, and 
hearing a Child cry, ordered it to te brought to her, de- 
termining to preſerve it, and Mo/es's Siſter ſtanding near, 
offcred to procure 2 Nurſe for it, and the Princeſs harlen- 
ing to her Propoſal, e brought her Mother, to whom 
the Child was delivered.

A. By the former of them, God intimated his effential 
Divinity, I am, &c. i. e. independant, immutable, Sett- 
exiſtent : By the latter Words, he declares himſelf to be 
the Perſon who appeared to Abraham, and made the 
Promiſe to him — his Seed. 

Q. What was the next Step taken by Moſes and Aaron, 
towards the delivery of the Children of Iſrael, out of 
Slavery? 

N 8 they had converſed with the Elders, they 
went to Pharaoh, and asked his Leave to take the Maeclite: 
three Days 4 into the Wilderneſs, to perform a 
Sacrifice to the Lord their God.

A. As foon as Moſes had done ſpeaking, the Pillar of 
Fire and of the Chud, which uſed to go before them, 
removed between them and the Egyptians, with the dark 
Side towards them; and the bright Side towards the 
Iſraelites ; fo that the former cou'd not ſee their Way to 
get up to them. 

Q. Which xvay did the Iſraelites flee from them ? 

A. To the Red. Sca, where they ſtopped ſome Hours; 
and Maſes held up his Hand, and God ivided the Waters, 
and they paſſed over on dry Ground from one Side to 
the other: but the Ez yprtians purſuing them, and not 
having the Light of the Pillar, imagined they were upon 
dry Ground alſo ; when Mejes ſtretched forth his Hand 
again, and the Waters overwhelmed them. 

Q. Of what Numbers did Pharaoh's Army canis? 
A. Jaſepbus ſays, ther were 600 Chariots, 50, ooo 
Horſe, and 200, ooo Foot Soldiers drowned at this Time. 

Q. N bo vas this Pharach King of Egypt, that prer- 
ſued the Iſraelites, and periſhed in the Red-Sea ? 

A. According to Sir Fohn Marham's Tables, his 
Name was Apophis: for he reigned there A. 1M. 2520. 
But the Reader muit not expect, the numeral Characters 
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in the Egyptian Reigns, are ſo truly handed down to us, 
that ſix or ſeven Years Difference can be accounted 
for.

H 4 T was done by Moſes after the Deliverance 
of the Iſraelites from the Egyptians ? 

A. They firſt joined in a Sang of Thankſorving, and 
then wandered into the Wilderneſs of Shur, three Days 
without Water; at length they found ſome at Marah, 
but could not drink it, becauſe it was bitter; and they 
murmured againſt their Leader. 

Q. How did Moſes remedy this Grievance ? 

A. He cried unto the Lord, and he ordered him to 
take a Bough from a Tree, which he was directed to, 
and put it into the Water; and it was made fret. 

Q. Whither did they remove from Marah ? 

A. Toa Place in the Wilderneſs of Sin, where they 
found twelve Fountains of Water, and ſeventy Palm- 
Trees, and called it E/m ; but this being a barren De- 
ſart, uncapable of ſupplying them with Proviſions, they 
were rea 1 to mutiny again, when God was pleaſed 

y to relieve them, by a great Flight of 
LQuails ; and moreover rained them Bread from Hearn. 


2 What was this Bread ? 
4. I 
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A. It was like Coriander Secd, of a white Colour, Anno 
and the Taſte of it like Wafers made with Honey. Mun. 
Q. Did the Iſraelites brow what it was ? ways 

A. No; therefore they ſaid to one another, Man hua, 
which are two H:brew Words; and ſignify, What is 
this ? and not knowing what Name to give it, called it 
Manna ever afterwards. | 

Q. How did they gather it? 

A. The Head of every Family was ordered to gather 
as many Omers every Morning, as he had Perſons there- 
in. 

Q. How much was an Omer ? 

A. It was the tenth Part of an Ephah, about three 
Pints of our Meaſure. 

Q. What other Order vas given the Iſraelites about 
gathering this Man, or Manna? 

A. They were bid to gather not more than one Day's 
Proviſion at a Time, and be careful to leave none till 
next Morning, for it bred Worms and fank : but on the 
fixth Day they were to gather a double Quantity, be- 
cauſe the ſeventh Day they were to do no manner of 
Work; and being the Sabbath, no Manna fell thereon. 

Q. How hig were the People thus miracubuſly fed 
with Manna from Heawen ? 

A. About forty Days, and then Mo/es led them to 
Rephidim, where they murmured again for want of 
Water; and Mees {mote a Rock at Mount Horeb, in 
Sight of the Elders of Hael, and a River of Water 
flowed out.

A. They marched to Sinai, and pitched their Camp 
at the Foot of the Mount, and ſtayed near a Vear in this 
Place. 

Q. What was tran ſacted here? —Y 

A. Moes ſpent ſome time in writing down the Laws 
and Judgments, which God had given him, built an Al- 
tar, offered Sacr:ifices, and read what he had written co 
the People, which they ſolemn!y engaged to perform. | 

Q. N hat more was done by Moles after this ? | 

A. He, Aaron, Nadab, Abibu, and ſeventy Elders, ; 
went up ſome Part of the Mountain, and ſœmo tie God 
cf Tirael, and worſhipped him; and having given Aaron 
and Hur the Charge of the People, he went with Tu 
to the Top of the Mount, and there tarried forty Days. 

QI what Senſe did Moles, &c. and the ſeventy 
Elders fee the God of Iſrael? 

A. By this Expreſſion is meant the divine Perſon, who 
is many times called in the Old Teſtament, the God of 
Abraham, Iſaac, and jacob; and frequently appeared 
to them, and was afterwards made Fl:þ. 

Q. What have you recorded of Lelex, the firſt King of 
Laconia, who flourihed about theſe Times? 

A. He made divers Settlements ; in Caria, in Buia, 
at Ia near Troy, and afterwards in Greece; in Acar- 
nania, in Stolia, and in Beotia ; went into Phæuicia, 
thence into leſſer ia, and from hence croſſed into 
Greece ; making Settlements in many Places, till he at 
length fixed in So | 

Q. How did he act in theſe ſeveral Proceſſions ? 

A. He endeavoured to civilize the uncultivated Peo- 
= wherever he came, and probably left Perſons behind 

im to complete his Deſigns ; and from every Place he 
touched at, took ſuch new Aſſociates with him as he 
liked; fo that his Company became in a few Years, a 
mixed Multitude of different Nations : and this ſeems to 

be 
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be the Reaſon why the Greeks called him Lekx, and Anm 


them Leleges. Min. 
Q. Who was Lelex, and where did he firſt come 
from? 


A. He ſeems to be an Maelite, ſomewhat older than 
Moes; began his Travels, and took the ſame Rout as 
Cecrops, and the Father of Cadmus did : For as divers 
famous Natives fled from Egypt upon the Conqueſt of the 
Paſtors, ſome of the Hebrews alſo, hard preſſed with 
Slavery, might leave that Country in the ſame Manner. 

Q. Who ſucceeded him in Laconia ? 

A. Myles his Son; after him Eurotas, Son of Myles, 
became King ; who dying without Male Iflue, the 
Crown of Lacenia went into another Family, and Lace- 
dæ mon, Son of F upiter, was promoted to it. 

Q. Give the Hiſtory of the famous Rane of the Greeks, 
who was alſo cotemporary with Moſes ? | 

A. He was Son of Saturn, a King of Crete ; but | 
early Hi/ftory gives but a confuſed Account of the Cre- j 
tans. Cres was King of Crete about the fifty-fixth year ; 


of Abraham. Talus was Son of Cres; Vulcan of Talus, . 
and Rhadamanthus of Vulkan ; in whoſe Days we place 'q 
the Daayl: Hei. ; 4 


Q. Who ⁊vere theſe Dactyli Idæi? | 

A. They were five Brothers, equal in Number to the * 
Fingers of a Man's Hand: and for that Reaſon ca led 
Da#tyli. Now from Abraham to Moſes are ſeven De- 1 
ſcents, Abraham, Iſaac, Facob, Levi, Cohath, Amram, 4 
and Mofes ; and there are about as many from Cres to 4 
T upiter, (wviz.) Cres, Talus, Vulcan, Rhadamanthus, 
Ouranus, Saturn, and T upiter. 

Q. here did Ouranus live ? | 

A. In the Faſtern Parts of Crete, and married Titæa; 
who, according to the Cuſtom of theſe Times, took the 
Name of Terra, or Tellus, as her Huſband did that of 
Calum, or Ouranus ; the Elments, and Lights of Hea- 
ven, being the Deities now worſhipped. l 

Q. hat Children were born of theſe two Parents? 

A. Furſt the Centimani, Briareus, Gyes and Crus. 


Q. tre 
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. Are not theſe Men Jaid to hade had an hundred 


Mun. Hands, and fifty Heads a-piece ? | 


A. They were of larger Size, greater Strength, and 
perhaps of more Cunning than common Men : and there- 


fore the Fable has given them the Hands and Heads 
Multitudes. 

Q. Whither did Ouranus ſend theſe Men ? 

A. To inhabit Tartarus, where we find them in 
Power and Command in the Days of Fupiter ; but 
where this Country was, may be difficult to determine; 
though Pluto was afterwards King of it, and took away 
thither Pro/erpine, from her Mother Ceres: So that it 
is plain it was not in Cyete, for there they, on ſearch, 
could not fird her : theſe Dominions then were in ſome 
foreign Country, probably in Sic:þy. 

Q. Why is Pluto called the God of the Dead, and his 
Country their Region ? 

A. Becauſe he invented the Rites and Ceremonies 
that were uſed at Funerals, and all the gloomy Fictions 
imagined to belong to the State of the Departed, are ſaid 
to have their Place in this Land of Tartarus. 

Q. What more Children had Ouranus and Tellus? 

A. The Cychpes, whoſe Name were Harpes, Steropes, 
and Brontes. Theſe are faid to have but one Eye a- 

ece, and that ſituate in the middle of their Fore-heads, 

m their wearing a Head-piece, or martial Vizor, 
that had but one Sight through it. Ouranus and Tel- 
lus were alſo the Parents of the Titanes and Titanides ; 
and Tellus had alſo other Children by a Perſon named 
Pontus, who was her ſecond Huſband. 

. What were the Names of theſe ? 
. Phorcus, Thaumas, Nereus, Eurzbea, and Cets ; 
and Quranus had ſeveral Children by a Concubine, call-

Q. Who is this Ops ſuppoſed to be ? 
A. She was no Cretan, but a Foreigner, and pro- 

bably was the Cybele of the Ancients. Tellus made a 

Voyage alſo into S:cily, and ſtaid there ſome time, un- 

til ſhe had a Son named Typhon, by Tartarus, a Perſon

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of the higheſt Eminence in that Kingdom at this Anno

Q. What Account ds you give turn ? b Wye 
A. He is ſaid to have eas and depoſed his Fa- 


ther Ouranus; but we have no Reaſon to believe this, 
or what is told of the Birth of the Furies from him, to 
be Fact. Theſe Relations are part of the Mythic Theo- 
Ay, which afforded many Narrations of imaginary Ac- 
tions, founded upon the ancient Philoſophy, and Religion 
hiſtorically put together, but never really done. 

. Whom did Saturn marry, and how many Children 
had he ? | 

A. He married his Siſter Rhea, and had by her three 
Sons and three Daughters, Jupiter, Neptune, Pluto, 
Veſta, Ceres, and F uno. 

AI not Saturn ſaid to have eat up his Children as | 
ſeen as they were born, and after a Time to have wvomited 0 
them up again ? 

A. This Fable ſeems to take its Riſe from his being 
the firſt in theſe Parts, that introduced a Regularity of 
Diet among his People, and as ſoon as his Children 
were fit, he ſent them abroad for Education, and when 
they had ſufficiently improved themſelves, he recalled 
them home again from foreign Countries. 

Q. Did not Saturn regulate the manners as well as the 
diet of his People ? 

A. He inſtituted Rites of Religious Worſhip, and 
Rules to promote the Peace of Society. He took care 
to form their Language and their Sentiments, and by 
degrees brought them to a Senſe of Duty to their Gods, 
and of P ge and Integrity towards one another, 

Bl. as all this done by the Rigour of Power and penal 

des? 8 


A. He had no Magiſtrates to enforce his Dictates, or 
to execute Vengeance, in order to reſtrain Offenders; 
by the Influence of his Direction only they were led 
to purſue the public Good, and the Peace, Eaſe and 
Content in which they lived, induced Poſterity to call 
their Times, THE GOLDEN AGE. 

Q.. 
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Anno Q. Who became King of Crete after Saturn? 

Mun. A. Jupiter, his rightful Heir; he married his Siſter 

Ju, and by her had five Children, Hebe, Ilithya, Argos, 
Mars and Fulkan. He had alſo nine other Wives, and 
Childrenby each of them, beſides ſeveral more by difterent

. What Improvements did Jupiter make in his People, 
rule had been before brought to fo goed a Diſpoſition by his 
Father Saturn ? 

A. He introduced a new Scene of Life and Action, 
taught them to build Houſes, to ſow, reap, gather and 
preſerve Corn for Food, appointed Magiſtrates to hear 
and decide Controverſies, and directed his Subjects to ſub- 
mit to their Determinations, 

Q. FF hat particular Arts were attempted on his Ex- 
couragement ? 

A. The working of divers forts of Metals; Arms 
were introduced ; a Soldiery invented, and trained ; Na- 
vigation improved; Horſes tamed ; Muſick and Phyſick 
advanced ; a Correſpondency with foreign States by Em- 
baſes, attempted, Ee 

Q. Who were the Perſons that aſſiſted him in thus re- 
forming and inſiructing his Subjects? 

A. I hole ho had the Management of particular Arts in 
their reſpective Prowices committed to them, were Neptune 
and Pluto, lis Brothers; Yea and Ceres his Siſters; Fe, 
his Wife; Vulcan, Mars, Apollo, Mercury, Venus, Diana

the Di Conſentes, or, Conſentientes by the Romans, and 
it was uſual to ſwear by them: They were revered above 
other Deities, and as they jointly aſſiſted their Prefident 
Jupiter, in forming the antient Cretan Polity, they were 
enrolled with and ſubordinate to him in the Lift of Fame: 
and in his Reign, began THE SILVER AGE. 

Q. What Wars was Jupiter engaged in, during his 
Rei gu over the Kingdom of Crete? 

A. The T:tanes and the Children of Ops, who were 
the Fyrants of their Age and Country, made frequent In- 
curfions into his Dominions, but were at length all ſlain 
by him. After he had thus ſettled the public Safety at 
Home, he and his Aﬀociates, travelled into foreign Lands, 
and viſited the Cities and States of Greece, — inſtruct- 
ed them in many Points conducive to the public Welfare. 

Q. bat particular Actious were tranſacted by Jupiter 
in his Travels ? | 

A. He made an Expedition into Arcadia; Lycaom was 
King there, a Prince of ſome Fame, but of moiſt ſavage 
Manners: for he ſhed human Blood at his Sacrifices. 

Q. Ho was Jupiter entertained by this King ? 

4. He received him with an Air of Hoſpitality, but 24-6 
at the Entertainment, cauſed the Body of a Child to be 
ſerved up to the Table, at which 7 »p:ter being provoked, 
with the Help of his Attendants, fell upon him and flew 
him. 

8 Vas nt Lycaon ſaid to have been turned into a 
off ? 

A. This Fiction was invented, Ages after his Death,

from their Tyranny; for Tyrants are indeed like Wolves 


to their People. 

Q. bat other Kings did jupiter vu after this ? 

A. He and his whole Family were at Cadmus's Wed- 
ding at Thebes in Beotia, when he gave Harmonia his 
Daughter to him for his Wife ; and about twenty-two 
Years after made him a ſecond Viſit, when he fell in 
Love with Cadmus's Daughter Semele ; from hence the 
e invented all that is offered about the Death 
of Sexele, and the Birth of the Grecian Bacchus. 

Q. lo ſucceeded Jupiter, and how lang did he reign ? 

A. We are not told when he died; and it ſeems pro- 
bable, no one Perſon became King of the whole Iſland of 
Crete after him till the Days of Minas; for, in ſucceed- 
ing Times, there were great Wars and Commotions in 
the then known World; Colonies marched from many 
Countries to find new Settlements; and Crete was in- 
vaded by ſome of them: From ſuch a Scene of Hoſtility, 
this was called, THE BRAZEN AGE. 

Q. Here as you explain the Fable of Prometheus, 2vho 
lived with jupiter, and what was meant by the Fire he 
is /aid to haxwe ſioten from Heaven ? 

A. Plats fays, the Fire which he ftole was the Arts, 
which Julcan and Minerva taught the Cretans; Science 
is the Fire and the Life of Man; and Jupiter thought it 
politically unfate, to ſuffer any Perſon to teach the People 
thoſe Arts, but ſuch only as derived their Authority 
from him ; and for this Crime Prometheus was deem'd a 
Seducer of his Subjects. The Fab/, taken in this Senſe, 
is not inelegant. 

Q. What was his Puniſhment for this Crime? 

A. He was baniſhed to ſome uncultivated Mountain, 
called Caucaſus ; and, after ſome Years, recalled. 

Q. What became of the ſeveral Perſons that were 
afſiftant to jupiter, and engaged with him in the Scene of 
Action? 

A. They did not all ſettle in Crete for Life. Apollo 
was a great Traveller; he v-fited many parts of Greece. 
He came to Athens ; went from thence to Panopous, a 

City 
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City of Phecis, and : killed Tityus, a Man of extraordi- 


nary Size and Strength, who oppreſſed the People in that Mun. 


Neighbourhood. 

Q. To what Parts did Apollo travel after this Ex- 
leit? 
F A. He went to De/phos, where the Tyrant Python 
governed, whom he flew alfo, on his refuſing him Ad- 
mittance. This Python was ſurnamed Draco, which 
gave Birth to the Fable of his killing the monſtrous 
Serpent called Python : Here he ſeems to have ſpent 
the Remainder of his Life, and to have been much re- 
ſpeed: For Poſterity erected to him a Temple in this 
Place. 

Q. Where did the reft of the Cretan Narthies fix them- 
feldes? 
A. Neptune planted his Children in the Iſland of A. 
talantis; Jul an went to Lemnos ; Ops, called after 
wards Crbe/, from the Mountain ſhe lived upon, re- 
moved from Crete to Phyygia, and became famous 
there. Ceres came into Attica. The reſt were occa- 
ſionally in divers Parts of Greece, and celebrated in all, 
for the Arts they excelled in.

A. He was much moved, and throwing down the 
two Tables of the Laxr, which ke had in his Hands, he 
took the I and melted it; then reduced the Lump to 
Powder, and mixed the Powder with Water, and made 
the Children of Mael drink it.

A. At the Command of God, he made two new Ta- 
bles of Stone, like thoſe he had broken, and went up to 
Mount Sinai a ſecond Time; where he tarried forty 
Pays, and forty Nights without eating Bread, or drink- 
Wk wars byed about during that 7. 

. What was he e ut during that Time? 

2 He wrote . as God directed him, the Ten 
Commandments, and received the Orders ſet down, 
Exodus xxxiv. and when he came from the Mount he 
called the Congregation together, told them what had 
been appointed to him, and red them to make their 
Offerings, for erecting the Tabernacle, and taxed eve 
Lfaelite, above twenty Years old, half a Shekel, whi 
is about 15 d. our Money. 

Q. To how much did the Sum, raiſed by this Taxation, 
amount ? 

A. To 377217. 175. 64. and the voluntary Con- 
tributions brought in a Quantity of all ſorts of Mate- 
rials, ſufficient for the Occaſion ; ſo that all further 
Offerings were forbidden. 

Q. Who avere nominated to be the Dire&ors; and Over- 
feers of this Work ? 

A. Bexaltel, and Aboliab, by a ſpecial Deſignation 
from God himſelf ; and againſt the of the Year,

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Table, the Pries Garments, Holy Ointments, the Col. Anno 
den Candleſticks, and all the Utenſils for the Service of Mun. 


the Altar, were finiſhed, ready to be put up. 


Q. All the Parts of the Tabernacle being now ready to 
be put together, when did they begin to rear it? 


A. On the firſt Day of the firſt Month, in the ſecond 2514 


Year, Moſes reared up the Tabernacle, and placed the 
Ark in it, and hung up the Vail, &c. and when he had 
thus raiſed it, God was pleaſed to give the People 1 
viſible Demonſtration, that it was erected, according to 
his Directions. | 

Q. Ii what manner did this viſible Evidence of the 
Divine Preſence appear to them? | | 

A. A Cloud covered the Ter: of the Congregation, 
and the Ghy of the Lord filled the Tabarnaclhe, which 
continued from this Time, unti! the Haelites had finith- 
ed their journey ings thro' the Wilderneſs. 

Q. Was this the firſt Structure, that was erected ine 
Vo: ll. for the Purps/es of” Religions? 

A. Yes ; for we do not find the heathen Nations had 
any Notion of building Houſes to their Gods, till after 
the J/-2e/ites had built their Tabernacle. 

Dia Moſes an! the People, go into the Tabernach ts 
aconſbip, as foon as it was erected? 

J. No. The Cloud abode t{ereon, and the Glory 
of the Lord filled it; fo that Wet could net enter 
into it for ſome Days, during which Time the Lord, in 
an audible Voice, deliver'd to him the Laws recorded in 
the firſt eight Chapters of Exodus. | 

Q. What was dine after he had received theſe Lan: * 

A. He proceeded to anoint the Tabernacle, the A. 
tar, and all its Veel, and to conſecrate Auron and his 
Sons to the Prieſts Offices. 

Q. ben did Aaron foft officiate, as High Pri? 

A. On the twelfth Day of the firſt Month: But 
there — an unhappy Accident which interrupted 
his Miniſtration g 


Q What was this Misfrtune, and low xcofond 2 
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An A. Wilt dan was order ing the Bullock and the Ram 

Mun. for tie Peace- Offering, which the Fire of the Lord con | 
ſumed upon the Altar; Nadab and Abb took each | 
of them a Center and put Fire therein, and Incenſe on 
the Fire; and thus offering frange Fire before the 
Lord, contrary to his expreſs Command, there went 
out Fire from the Lord, and ruck them dead. This 
put a Stop to the remaining Utices of that Day's Ser 
vice; and we have no Account of any thing more done 
till the firſt Day of the ſecond Month. 

Hate was Moſes thrught to be employed during this

A. He now received the Tavys recorded in Lewiticus, 
from the beginning of Chapter xi. to the end of that 
Book, except the | Pra contained in the three laſt Chap- 
ters, which were not given to Moſes at the Door of the 


Tabernacle, but upon the Mount. 
N lat was the next Command Moſes received from 
Ged ? 
A. To take a Poll of every Male of twenty Years 
25 14 old and upwards, excepting the Lewites ; and for the 
eaſier taking of this Poll, twelve Perſons were named to 
be Princes of the Tribes of their Fathers, and they 
aſſembled their Tribes, and gave in the Names and 
Number, of the Perſons they were ſet over. A'ter this 
Nlaſes receiv'd a Command to appoint the Order, in which 
the Hoſt of the Maelites ſhoul march and encamp. 

Vas nxt Moſes alſo directed, to take the Number of 
the Levites ſcorn after this Time? 

A. Yes, and to appoint the ſeveral Families their 
veſpective Services, and to ſet apart the whole Tribe 
fcr the Miniſtry of the Tabernacle. 

Q. Did you not ſay the eldeſt Son in every Family was 
the Minifter of Religion in old Times ? 

A. Ves; but in the Fewyh Inſtitution God thought 
fit to diſmiis the Firſt-born from this Service, and to 
direct the Lewites to be dedicated to him in their Stead. 
After this, Niet had two Silver Trumpets made to 
ſummon the Aftembly, and for founding an Alarm, 2

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the Cloud being taken off from the Tabernacle, 


they marched by tne Direction of it, from the Wilderneis 


of Sinai, to the Wilderneſs of Parar. 

Q. What memorable Incidents happened here ? 

A. The Peopic grew fo uneaſy, that God deſtroyed 
many of them with Fire from Heaven ; but, on Ns 
Prayer, the Fire ceaſed. However, he was quite tired 
out with their reſtleſs HRumours, and begged of God to 
eaſe him of his Burden ; accordingly he was ordered t 
chuſe ſeventy Elders out of the Officers over the Pev- 
ple; and God was pleaſed to quil:ify them for the Ein 
ployment defigne:! 

Q. Whither did thev journey from Paran ? 

A. To Hazerath, where ares and Miriam warmly op 
poſed 1ofes for his marrying Fethre,the Cu/vite's Daugh- 
ter, an Habian. In this Conteſt, God was pieaſed to 
come down ia the Pillar of the Cloud to juſtifſy Ae, 
and ſtruck Miriam with a Leproſy, and ordered her to 
be put out of the Camp; but, on As Prayer, ſhe 
was recovered. 

Q. here did they remove on her Re-admiſſion ? 

A. Further on in the Wilderneſs of Parau, whence 
AM:/cs ſent Spies into the Land of Canaan. On receiving 
the Report of theſe Meſſengers, the People mutinied ; 
and God, for this Offence, determined, that none of 
the Perſons who had thus rebelled againft him, except 
Caleb and 7o/hua, ſhould enter into the Land of Ca- 


#4an. 


Q Did they offer to make any Attempt upon the Cana- 
anites at this Time ? 

A. They would march againſt them, though Moos 
aſſured them, that God would not now give them Suc- 
ceſs ; accordingly the Amatlktites and Canaanites (mote 
them unto Hormah, and Mo/es was ordered to lead them 
back again to the Ned Sca; and we hear but little 
more of them for about thirty-ſeven Years. This Re- 


treat probably occaſioned the Rebellion of Aorah, Da- 
than, and Ji am.

Aojcs was to take Aaron's Rod, and they were both to 
ſpeak unto a Rock in the Deſert, and it was to pour forth 
Water, in the Sight of the I/-arhtes. 

Q. Fas this the firſt Emotion of Diſcontentment that 
had ajfeared amongſt the perple, during an Interval f 
rear thirty-ſeven Years ? ©

Q. Moſes hawing met with Oppoſition both from the 
Ming of Edom, and the Mug of Arud; Which Il ay vat 
he no ordered ts conduct his People ? 

A. He was bid to fetch a Compaſs round the Lang 
of Ed; but this Expedition to diſcourag'd the Peo- 
ple becauſe of the length of the Way, that taey begun to 
grow too mutinous for Mojes to lead any further: but 
God corrected them for this Obſtinacy, by ſending among 
them ors Serpents, which deſtroy'd many of them. 

Q. Here they net humbled at this Calamity ? 

A. They immediately came to Mo/cs,and iutreatedhim 
to pray Gr them: and he obtain'd them a Care for 
the Mahdy that afflicted them. 

. In wvhat manner was this Cure effeted ? 

A. God directed Mo/es to make a Serpent, and ſet it 
up in the Camp ; and promiſed, that whoever looked at 
it, ſhould, tho' bitten with the fery Serpents, recover 
and live: and he made a Serpent of Braſs, and ſet it up ö 
as he was commanded, and the People found it an ef- 1 
fectual Remedy againſt this Calamity. ' 
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Q. F hither did the Iſraelites remove their Duarters | 
from hence ? . 
A. After two Incampments, one at Zalmonabh, the 0

A. He firſt told the Meſſengers, that no Offers ſhou'd 
prevail upon him, to do any 'Thing but what God di- 
rected; but on Ba/a#'s repeating his Requeſt, and pro- 
miſing Ba/aam any Advancement in his Kingdom, he 
undertook the Journey, and God gave him leave to go 
with them, upon Condition he would ſtay, till the Meſ- 
ſengers of Balak ſhould call him in the Morning, and 
ſay nothing but what he ſhou'd direct. 

Q. Was Balaam careful to a? as God commanded? 

A. Greedy of the Reward offered him, he ſtayed not to 
be called in the Morning, but roſe early, ſaddled his Aſs 
and went with the Princes of Bala; and for this Diſ- 
obedience God's Anger <vas kindled againſt him, and he 
was oppoſed by the Angel. 

Q. Has mt auh follows in Moles's Narration, of the 
Aſs" s ſpeaking, appeared to many a great Difficulty ? 

| es; but if we conſider that God, by thus mira- 
culouſly moving the Tongue of ti.e dumb Animal, de- 
ſigned to over-rule the Tongue of Bal/zam, that he 
ſhould ſpeak nothing hereafter, but what he thould 
plenſe to direct; the Miracle was not unnz2cefſary, nor 
was the Fact in any wiſe impoſſible.

Q What have you remarkable ſaid of the Children of Wes 
Iſrael, during their Stay at Abel-ſhittim ? 

A. They fell in Love with the Daughters of Ahab, 
went to their Sacrifices, and partook of them; whereon 
the Anger of the Lord was kindled againit them, and 
he commanded 1/es to order the [= wa to put theſe 
Offenders to Death; and then fent a Poſtilunce amongit 
them, by which 24500 were carried off. 

Q. Or what Account was this Plague fiayed? 

A. Phinehas, the Son of Elrazar, took a Javelin and 
ſlew Zimri, the Son of Salu, and Cosbi, the Daughter of 
Zur, in the Sight of all the Congregation ; and God's 
Diſpleaſure ceaſcd. 

Q. What was next tranſaFed after the ccaſug of this 
Plague ? 

A. God commanded Jg and Elatar to take ano- 
ther Poll of the [/-aelites, upon calling up which, they 
found the number of the People to be, 601, 20 Men, of 
20 Years old and upwards, without the Lewites, who 
from a Month old and upwards, were 23,000 : and there 
appeared no one Perſon alive of thoſe numbered at &. 
nat, except Meſes, Caleb and Feſtua. 

Q. The Iſraelites being now in Poſſeſſion of a large 
Tract of Land, How vas this their firſt Conqueſt di- 
poſed of ? 

A. The Children of Neuen and Cad, defired this 

Part for their Inheritance. 

(Vas this their Requeſt thought reaſonable ? 

A. At firit it occaſioned ſome Diſpute, but when theſs 
two Tribes had explained their Meaning, that they 
hereby intended not to deſert their Brethiren, but to 
aſſiſt them in reducing the Land of Cauaan, and only 
ſettle their Families here, Aaſes conſented to it, and o- van

Q. Did Moſes before his Death have any Directions 
Mun. for dividing the Land of Canaan ? 

A. Yes, and charged the People when they ſhou'd have 
4 it, to expell the Inhabitants, and demoliſh all 


the Monuments of their Idolatries ; then told them the 
Bounds and Extent of it, named the Perſons that ſhou'd 
divide it, appointed the Levites their Cities, and the Cities 
of Refuge; and now calling to Mind that he was not to 
go into the Land, he prayed God to permit him; but 
his Prayer was not accepted. 

Q. What were the Orders Moſes received from God 

after his loft Petition vas denied? 
» A. Togo up to Mount Pisgah, and take a View of 
the Land, and here he was expreſly told he ſhou'd not go 
over Jordan: ſo he begged of God ta name a Perſon 
to lead the People, and was directed to appoint Fora. 
At this Time the Laws written in Num. xxviii, xxix, 
and xxx. were given him. 

Q. How lng did Moles live after this? 

A. Not long. For on his coming down from the 
Mount, he began to exhort the Maelites in the Words 
mentioned Deut. I. Then called 72a, and exhorted 
him to be of good Courage in leading the People ; after 
this, he preſented himſelf and Jeßbua, before the Lord 
in the Tabernacle, and the Lord appeared in the Pillar 
of the Cloud, and revealed to 2 that after his 
Death, the People wou'd forſake the Law, and bring 
upon themſelves great Evils. 

Q. What Methed did Moſes take on this Occaſion to 
ararn them againſt ſo fatal a Perverſeneſs ? 

Q. He wrote the Song, which is preſerved in the 
xxxi11 Chapter of Deutronamy, and added it to the Book 
of the Law, which he ordered the Lewvites ro keep, in 
the Side of the It of the Covenant; after this he 
bleſſed the Tribes, and went up to the Top of Mount 
Pizgah ; and we do not read that he ever came down 


2553 again, but rather he ſeems to have died there.

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A. When the Time of mourning for Mee, was 479 
over, he ſent Spies into the Land of Canaan, and re- Mun.

Q. How were theſe Spies concealed, and whether did 
they go ? 

A. They went to Jericho, and to a Woman's Houſe 
called Rahab, who ſecured them from the King's Sear- 
chers; but in three Days they returned to J , and 
brought him Word, that the Inhabitants of Canaan 
were in great Terror on his Approach. 

Q. Whither did they march, after Joſhua had received 
this Rejort from the Spies? 

A. God miraculouſly divided the River Ford, and 
they paſied over it, as they had before over the He- 
Sea, on dry Ground. 

Hou long were they in faſjing this River ? 

A. Near a whole Day, and auen all the Porple avere 
clean paſſed over, God commanded '72/7va to fend 
twelve Men, one out of every Tribe, to the IL'rieſts 
who bare the Ark, which ſtood in the midit of the Ri- 
ver, and order each Man, to bring on his Shouller a 
Stone with him, on Shore, | 

Q. What cat done with theſe twebue Stynes ? 

A. The next Day ua pitched them in CA. to 
perpetuate the Remembrance of this Miracle, and ther, 
encamped on the Faſt Side of Fericlo; where God 
commanded him to revive the Rite of Circumci/ton ; 
for none of the Children of the Vaclites had becn cir- 
cumcited, ſince their Exit out of Eg. 

Q. How avas this Neglect occaſioned ? 

A. By the Covenant they made with God at 7{:-c/, 
which obliged them to be ſtrictly careful, not to mak 
any Thing a Rite in their Keligion, which the Lord 
had not commanded. 

Q. What other Acts of Relivion wrere jerformed i 
the Tiraclites, in the Pluius of Jericho? 

A. On the 14th Day of the Month, they kept tte 
Paſever ; and on the 15th the Fea/t of unleavence Brea, 
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Anno according to the Orders they had received for keeping 

Mun. them : and it being now Wheat Harveſt in Canaan, 

aud they in a plentiful Country, there fell no more 
Manna. 

Q. Did Joſhua march again Jericho when the/s Of- 
Aces of Religion were over ? 

A. Yes, but it being ſurrounded with an high Wall, 
the Gates ſhut up againſt him, and no proper En- 
gines for taking ſuch Places as yet invented, he ſeem'd 
to have no Hopes of reducing it, but by Stratagem, or 
a Blockade. | 

Q. How long was it, before he made himſelf Maſter of 
the City? 

A. While he was contriving proper Means for this 
Purpoſe, God appeared to him in the Shape of a Man, 
with a drawn Sword in his Hand, and called himſelf, 
The Captain of the Hoſt of the Lord, and here, ou 
gave him the incommunicable Name of Jenov an. 

Q. What Iuſtructions did Joſhua receive from the Lord 
at this Interview ? 

A. He firſt promiſed to deliver the City and the 
King thereof into his Hand, then directed him to 
march feven Times round the Walls, and they fell to 
the Ground; and they entered and ſacked it, ſlay ing all 
the Inhabitants, except Rahab and her Family. After 
this they ſecured all the Silver and Gold, and the Veſ- 
ſels of Braſs and Iron, which they found in it, then 
burnt the City, and deftroy'd all the Cattle. 

Q. What particular Things ave mentioned ta be done 
by Joſhua cn bis taking this City ? 

A. He pronounced the Man to be accurſed, who 
ſhou'd attempt to rebuild Jericho; and propheſied that 
he ſhou'd lay the Foundation thereef in his firfl-born, and 
r his youngeſt Son ſet up.the Gates; which Prophecy was 
fulfilled above 500 Years after, by Hie/ and Segub in 
the Days of Aab. 

Q. Into what Part of Canaan did the Iraelites march 
aſter the taking of Jericho? 


A. To 
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A. To Ai, a neighbouring City, which they took al- Anno f 
fo, and deſtroy d the Inhabitants : and now they remem- Mun. 
ber*'d what Moſes had enjoined them to do when they paſſed waye 
over Jordan, accordingly they ſet up on Mount Ebal 
great Stones, and plaiſter d them with Plaiſter, and 
wrote the Law upon them ; then built an Altar, and i 
there ſacrificed to the Lord. | 

Q. What were the Words of the Law which Moſes | 
ordered to be wwrote on theſe Stones on Mount FElbal ? f 

A. The Words ſet down from the 15th Verſe of T 
Deut. xxvii to the End of Ch. xxviii. 1 

Q Did not the Nations of Canaan, on theſe Succeſſes 
of the Iſraelites, form a confederate Army for their com- 
mon Safety? 

A. Yes; but the Gibeonites refuſed to enter into their 
Aſſociation, and obtained a League with //-ael, on hear- 
ing of which, the Canaanites marched their Forces 
againſt them, under the Command of five of their 
Kings. 14 

2 How did the Gibeonites defend themselves againſt q 6 
them ? {| 

A. They ſent for Foun, and his Army from Gil/ral, 
and obtain'd a compleat Victory over the Canaantes, 
took the five Kings Priſoners, and put them to Death: 

Two great Miracles attended this Battle. 

Q. What avere they ? | 

A. God was pleaſed to kill more of the Enemy, by a 
Storm of Hail-ſtones, than fell by the Sword of the 
Iſraelites; and the Sun and Moor were ſeen to ſtand 2554 
ſtill for near a whole Day, to afford the Mraelites a con- 
tinuance of Day-light, to purſue the Victory. 

Q. Did ſoſhua meet with any more Oppoſition, after 
he had by this Defeat reduced the Nations of the South 
Parts of Canaan ? 

A. On his Return to G:/za/, the King of Hazor in 
Conjunction with the other Kings in the North Parts, 
had brought a numerous Army againit him, which ren- 
py 9 at the Waters of Meram, but Jehua obtain'd 
a great Victory over them, took the City of Hazor, 


and 


_ 
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Anno and burnt it to the Ground, and in about five Years more, 
Mun. ſubdued all the Nations of Canaan ; and having now tri- 
wyw umphed over, in all 31 Kings, he put an End to the War, 


and divided the Land of Canaan amongſt the Tribes 
of T/-ael, and ſettled their Families. 

Q. As it will be too tedious here too repeat the particular 
Settlements of each Tribe, tell me what became of the 
Reubenites, Gadites, and Ha, Tribe of Manaſſeh, whoſe 
Inheritances wwere on the other Side of Jordan ? 

A. Tohhua called them to him, thanked them for 
their Aſſiſtance, and diſmiſſed them; when they were 
come to 7 ordan, before they paſſed the River they built 
a large Altar, as a Memorial that they belong'd to the 
Tribes of Caraan, and that they had no Place of Sa- 
crifice in their own Country, but on the other Side of 
the River, before the Tahernacle of the Lord. : 

Q. Whither did the Canaanites go, who were driven 
out of their Land by Joſhua ? 

A. They fled into Foreign Countries, and 7 uftinia» 
mentions ſome Pillars in the Place where Tang ier row 
ſtands, to have had this Inſcription upon them in old 
Phenician Letters, WE ARE THE FUGITIVEFS 
FROM THE FACE OF JOSHUA THE ROBBER, 
THE SON OF NUN. | 

Q. How lang did Joſhua live after be had fixed the 
Iſraelites 2» Canaan ? 

A. Several Years, and in a Scene of Peace and Quiet 
all his Days. Sometime before he died, he ſummon'd the 
Tribes to Sechem, and defired them to be faithful, and 
not forſake the Lord to ſerve any other God, Sc. He 
was buried on the North Side of the Hill Gaa/2, being 


2578 110 Years old when he died.

A. The Houſe of 7% erg er - Lux, from 
the Hzittites, and the Amorites; recover'd all the plain 
Countries from Dan, &c. fo that the Succeſs of the 
War was variable; but by theſe Conflicts and inteſtine 
Broils, they weaken'd their main Body to ſuch a De- 

that for many Ages, they cou'd not bring into the 
Field ſuch Numbers, as they had formerly muſter'd. 

Q. How did the Iſraelites behave themſelves during 
theſe Commutions, towards the Lord their Gad, auh had 
aforetime ſo often miraculouſly defended them ? 

A. Unmindful of his Benefits, they now married 
with the Heathen Nations, and ſerved Baal, Afteroth, 
and other Idol Gods : but God provoked at their Ido- 
latry, deliver'd them into the Hands of the Aramites of 
Ade ſopotamia. 

Q. How lung did they labour under this Oppreſſion, and 
Eoww were they delivered from it? 

A. After they had felt the ſmart of God's Diſplea- 
ſure for eight Years, he had Compaſſion on them, and 
raiſed up Othoniel the Nephew of Caleb, to be their 
Judge and Leader, who drove the Aramites out of the 
Land: and the Haelites enjoy'd Peace all the Time of 
his Government, which continued 40 Years. |, 

Q How many ſuch Judges did God raiſe up among 
his People ? 

A. Twelve, till Samuel. 

Q. What famous Perſons of other Nations lived about 
the Time of Othoniel ? | 

A. According to Homer, Pandareus or Pandion, the 
fifth King of Athens (whoſe Daughters were Progne 
and Philomela] lived in this Age. 


Q. Vat 
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Q. What was done in Canaan after the Death of Anne 
Othoniel ? _._ .-: _ 

A. The Tf-aelites relapied into their former [olatary, apy 
and God encouraged Ech, King of the Apabites to i- 
vade them; who in conjunction with Ammon and Amelek, 
eaſily conquered them. In this unhappy Condition, they 
continued eighteen Years; when God was pleaſed on 
_ Repentance, to deliver them by the Hand of 

"ud, 

Q. In what Manner did Ehud effect this? 

A. He went to Egon, with Preſents from the Hacl. 2644 
ites, as an Embaſtador to appeaſe him; and having 
obtained admittance to his Perſon, he run him through 
the Body with a Poinard, and ſhutting the Door of his 
Cloſet, made his Eſcape. Then he marched his Forces 
into the Country of Moab, and flew 10,000 of the 
Enemy; after which, Samar, his Succeſſor, Wing 
miracuouſly ſlain 600 Philz/ines, with an Ox Goad, the 
Tjraelites were in Peace for eighty Years, from the Death 
of Othenirl. 

Q. What memorable Things were dome, and what con- 
federable Men lived, in the Days of Ehud? 

A. Naomi, with Elimelech, her Huſband, and her two 
Sons, travelled into Moab, fo that the Story of Ruth is 
to be referred to this Time. In his Days alſo, Terers 
raviſhed Philunela, and cut out her Tongue: Progne, his 
Wife, and her Siſter, to be revenged on him for this 
Action, killed her only Son ys, and dreſſed his Fleſh 
as a dainty Diſh, of which Tereus eat his Fill; after 
which, ſhe fled to Athers. Hence aroſe the Fables in 
Ovid. Met. concerning them. 

Q. Are any more mentioned by the Heathen Writers to 
Ba ve flouriſhed about this Tims: ? © | 

A. Ves; Melampus, the Phyſician ; who, from his 
Skill in Medicine, is ſaid to have underſtood the Voices 
of Birds and Beaſts, lived now; as did alſo Tantalus, 
King of Lydia, who, though he abounded in Wealth, his 
Mind being tranſported to higher Deſires, cnjoy'd nc Pleaſ- 
ure in them. Of whom Hor. Ovid. &c. In the 47th __ 
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Arno of Ehud, Tros began to reign in Dardania, and gave it 

Mum. his own Name; and Phemone Chief Prieſt of 2 at 

Debus, is ſaid in theſe Days, to have invented Heroic Veriec. 
Are theſe all? 

A. No, Cecrops II. the 7th King of Athens, and 
Acriſius, the 14t King of Argos, began their Reigns in 
the Days of Ehud. Pels alſo, who gave Nome 
to Pelaponne/us, now called Morea, was of the ſame Date, 
and Liber Pater, or the Indian Bacchus, is reported by 
ſome to have invaded Jzdia, in the 'Time of this Fudge. 
Belleraphon, the Son of Glaucus, the Son of Sifphus, liv'd 
in this Age alſo. | 

Q. What have you remarkable ſaid of Bellerophon ? 

A. Antea, or Stherobia, Wife of Prætus, Kirg 
of the Argives, fell in Love with him, and on his re- 
fuſal to comply with her Defires, ſhe accuſed him to her 
Huſt$+:d of a Deſign to raviſh her. Hereupon Pretus 
ſent nim to his Son-in-Law Fobates, King of Lycia, un- 
der Pretence of ſome important Buſineſs, but with ſecret 
Orders for Fobates, on ais Arrival, to put him to Death. 

Q. How was he received by the King of Lycia ? 

A. The King thought it diſhonourable to kill him, 
therefore employed him againſt Chymera, a Monſter, 
vomiting Fire. 

Q. How did Bellerophon behaws in this Exphkit ? 

A. As the Story ſays, the Gods pitying his Innocency, 
ſent him a flying Horſe, called Pagaſus, which no one be- 
fore, could bridle or ride, but Minerva; upon which 
Beaſt Be/krophon, overcame the Monſter, and alſo many 
other Services given him in Charge; then returned to 
Lycia, where Fobates gave him one of his Daughters, 
and afterwards his Kingdom. 

. How is he reported to have ated, when he came to 
govern that Kingdom ? | 

A. He grew fo inſolent, that he attempted to fly up 
to Heaven on Pega/us ; but F upiter cauſed a Fly to ſting 
his Horſe, and he threw him down into a Valley of 
Cilicia, where he died; after this, Pegaſus flew back to 

| | Heaven, 
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Heaven, and Aurora begged him of Jupiter, to ride on Au 
before the Sun. Mun. 


Q. Can you explain this Fable? 

AI. It is expounded different ways: Firſt, that God 
often rclieves Men in undeſerved Adverſity, and caſts 

them down, when they are too high Minded. 

Q. What is the other Interpretation thereof ? 

A. That by Chymera, was meant a cruel Pirate of the 
Lycians, whoſe Ship had in her Head a Lion, in the 
Middle a Goat, and in the Stern a Dragon; of which 
three Beaſts, this Monſter was ſaid to be compounded, 
which Beller5p/on purſued in a Galley with ſuch ſwiftneſs, 
that it was called the fir Hr /e, and to him is attributed 
the Invention of Sailti. I his Explana tion is probable 
enough; for Virgil calls one of Muea's largeſt Ships, 
Chymera. Eneid. L. 5. | 

Q Go en nov with the Hiſtory of the Iſraelites? 

A. In the Time of their Peace and Plenty, they be 
gan again to forget God, and returned to their former 


Abominations ; and when their Sins were ripe for Ven- 2706 


geance, God ſent Tabiu, King of Hazor, againſt them, 
who invaded their Territorites, and kept them in Sub- 
jection twenty Years; when God was pleaſed to raiſe up 
Deborah the Propheteſs to their Relief. 

Q. By what Means did Deborah work their Deliver- 
ance ? 

A. She encouraged Harac to levy an Army out of 
1ephthalim and Zabulon, and march againſt Fabin; who 
ſlew him and all his Army ; on this Victory Deborah 
ſang the dong. Judges V. 


Q. Hi hg was it from the beginning of Jabin's Op- 2746 


preſſion, to the FA of this Peace? 

A. Forty Years, in which Time the Kingdom of 
Argos, which had ccntinued 544 Years, was tranſin ted to 
Mycæ ner. Now alſo Acriſius, on cor ſulting the Oracle, 
was told, that he ſhould be ſlain by the Sen of his Daugh- 
ter Darae. 

Q. V hat Precautions 4id Acrifius rake n this Admn- 
nition ? 
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Aro A. He ſhut her up in a Tower, that no Man ſhould 

Mun. accompany her, and ſhe being a very beautiful Lady, it 

, feigned: that Jupiter in a golden Shower, fell into her 
Lap, and begat a Chlld of her. 

Q. What is the meaning of this Fiion ? 

A. Some King's Son, or other great Perſon, corrupted 
her Keepers with Gold, and enjoyed her, of whom 
Perſeus was born, who flew his Grandfather by Acci- 
dent; and to avoid the Infamy of Parricide in Argos, 
changed Kingdoms with his Uncle Pretur, and built 
Mycanz. 

Q. What other memorable Actiant arc related of 
Perſeus ? 

A. As he and his Soldiers failed from Pellpanneſiit, on 
an Adventure to Africa; Meduſa, the Daughter of 
Phoreus, as ſhe was hunting, near the Lake Tritan, was 
ſurprized and ſlain, whoſe | Fares when Perseus beheld, 
he ordered her Head to be embalm'd, and carried it into 
Greece, which ſo aſtoniſhed the Beholders, as to occa- 
fion the Fiction, that all who look'd on Medu/a's Head, 
were turned into Stone. 

Q. How did the liraclites act on the Death of Deborah 
and Barac ? h 

A. They returned to their former impious Idolatry; 
and the Midianites aſſiſted by the Amalekites, infeſted their 
Land, and brought them into a State of Servitude : fo 
that they were — to creep into the Caves of Moun- 

2753 tains, and ſuch like Places for ſeven Years, when the Lord 
by his Angel, ſtirred up Gideon, the Son of Foaßb, after- 
wards called Ferubaal, to revenge their Cauſe. 

Q. What Forces had he to oppoſe theſe powerful Enemies, 
and by what means did he wvanquiſh them ? 

A. He had but zoo ſele& Perſons, with whom he 
began the Alarm, each of theſe by G:deon's Appoint- 
ment, carried a 'Trumpet, and a Light in a Pitcher, and 
thus he marched to attack the Army of the Midianites, 
which conſiſted of 32,000 Men, who on ſeeing the 
Lights, and hearing the Crack of ſo many Pitchers, 
imagined the Army of {rae/ was very numerous, 2 
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fled before them, and were killed in t Numbers, and Auns 
two of their Princes, Oreb and Zeb, were taken and Mar. 


ſlain. 

Q. Did Gideon purſue this Advantage ? 

A. He followed after them, till he and his Men were 
quite ſpent with Travel and Slaughter, and deſired Re- 
lief from the Inhabitants of Succoth' and Penuel, to re- 
freſh his Men, in order to overtake the other two 
Kings, who had faved themſelves by Flight ; but they 
refuted to ſuccour him. 

Q. Did he follow the Enemy any farther after this In+ 
gratitude from his Brethren the Iſraelites ? | 

A. Yes, to the utmolt ; and finding Zebaand Zalnunna 
in Karkor ; he took them Priſoners alſo, and afterwar 
cauſed them to be put to Death. | 

Q. What * of the Enemy were ſlain in this 
Purſuit ? ; 

A. 'Twenty-ſeven Thouſand ; and after this, Gideon 
took Reverge of the Elders of Saccoth, and the Inhabitants 
of Penuel. 

Q. I what Manner did he uſe them, for their un- 
kindneſs to him? 

A. He put ſeventy Elders of Succath to Death, with 
unuſual Torment, and ſhewed no Mercy to the Inhabi- 
tants of Penuel. 

I it not thought a little incredible that Gideon with 
300 Mer, fould defiroy 27,000 of the Canaanites ? 

A. It may ſeem fo on the firſt Sight, but we find theſe 
300 Men only gave the firſt Alarm, and put the Midia- 
rites to flight, and the reſt of his Army came up to the 
Slaughter and Purſuit. For it is written, The Men of Iſrael 
being gathered together out of Nephthali, and out of Aſhur, 
and out of Manaſſeh, purſued them. 

Q. ac Gideon rectived by the People on his Re- 
turn from this Victory? 

A. They offered him the Sovereignity over them, 
which he refuſed ; but deſired them to beſtow on him 
the golden Ear-rings which every Man had gotten. 


Q. To 
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Anno Q. To what Uſe did he put theſe Ear- ringt, and what 
Mun. was the Value of them ? gag 


A., They weighed 2380/7. our Money, and he con- 


verted them into a Garment of Gold, blue Silk, Purple, 
Scarlet and fine Linnen, belonging to the High Prieſt only: 
and ſet up the ſame in his own City of Ophra, which 
drew 1f-ael to Idelatry, and proved his Deſtruction. | 

Q. What famous lived in ether Parts of the World, 
during the Time of this Judge ? 

gens, the Son of Pandion, reigned at Athens ; 
Euriſitheus, was King of Mycene, which Kingdom after 
his Death, fell into the Hands of Atreus, Son of Pelhpe, 
who with his Brother Thye/tes, ruled over Peloponneſus. 

Q. What is recorded of this Atrevs ? 

A. He flew the Children of Thyeftes, (on a Suſ- 
picion that he attem both his % and Crown) and 
cauſed their Fleſh to be dreſs d, and feafted him therewith ; 
what; is wrote of Dædalus and Tcarus, is ſuppoſed to 
have been done about this Time alſo. 

Are not Sphinx and Ædipus /aid to have lived in 
the Days of Galeon ? 

A. Ves; Sphinx was a great Robber, both by Sea and 
Land; and was ſubdued by Oedepus, who commanded 
the Corinthian Army: By the Kiddlcs the is faid to have 
propounded, are meant the rocky and inacceſſable Moun- 
tains which ſhe defended ; by — ſolving them, his 
Victom over her. At this Time alſo, Hercules is report- 
ed to have killed the Giant Antæus. 

Q. Give a ſhort Account of the famous Expedition of 
the Argonauts, which is fixed to have been made in the 
Time of Gideon ? 

A. Pelias, the Son of Neptune, Uncle to F aſon, reign- 
ing in DÞlcus, a Town of Theſſaly, was warned by the 
Oracle of Apollo, to beware of him, who wore but cne 
Shoe; and one Day ſacrificing to Neptune, invited 7 a/jon 
to him, who coming haſtily, loſt one Shoe in paſſing a 
Brook : H n Pelias put to him this Queſtion. 

Q. What Caurſe ſhould be taken with the Perſon, of 
Whom the Oracle aduiſeth ta be careful?

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A. Jaſen anſwered briefly, I would ſend him to Ars 
Cale bos, to fetch the Golden Fleece; Pelias immediately Mun. 
commanded im to undertake the Voyage; Faſon pre- 

pared for it, and had a Ship built by Argos, accordi 
to the Direction of Pallas, and procured all the — 
Men of Greece, to fail with him. 

Q. What was the Name of this Ship? 

A. It was called Ago, and in the Cabbin was a Table 
made of the Beech of Dodona, which as the Fables ſay, 
could ſpeak. They arrived firſt at Lemnos, where 
Women of the Iſland had flain the Males, purpoſing to 
lead an Amazonian Life ; but the Argonauts found them 
very loving and friendly. 

. Proceed with this Journal ? 

A. From Lemms, they came to ua, where they 
left Hercules, and Pol pbemus, the Son of Elates, who went 
in ſearch of Hyl/as, the Darling of Hercules, who was 
raviſhed by the Nymphs. Pohphemus ſtaid and built 
a Town in Ai, called Cizs : But Hercules returned to 
the Ship. 

Q. 15 aobat Parts did they ſail from Myſia? 

A. They touched next at B:thynia, where Amycus was 
King, who being a ſtrong Man, obliged all Strangers to 
fight with him at Whir-Batts, with which Weapons he 
had killed many; but was now himſelf ſlain by Pollux. 

From hence they failed to Sahnyd://us, a Town in Thrace; 
where Phineus, a Sooth- ſayer lived, who was grievouſly 
tormented with the Harpics. 

Q. What fort of Animals were theſe ? | 

A. They were ſaid to be a filthy Kind of Bird; which 
had the Faces of Women, and long Tahns; and when 
Phineus's Table was ſpread, they came flying in, devour- 
ing and carrying away the greateſt Part of the Victuals, 

— defiling the reſt, ſo as it could not be eaten. 

Q. Did the Argonauts endeavour to redreſs this Grie- 
Tances ? | 

A. They bargain'd with Phineus to deſtroy the 
Harpies that perplexed him, provided, he would give 
them Directions * their Voyage, and they r 
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Anno this in — , Manner. They had with them two

Zetes and Calais, who, as the Fable 


wry ſays, could fly; whom they ordered to draw their 


Swords, and then ſpread the I able; the Harpies coming 
down to play their uſual Pranks, they purſued them 
h the Air, and flew them. 

Q. After this, what Advice did Phineus give them, for 
their future Safer in the Voyage ? 

A. As the Fable goes, he caution'd them to be care- 
ful of two dangerous and floating Rocks, called Synple- 
gades ; and gave Directions how they ſhould eſcape them; 
which when they had done, from this T ime (as was decreed 
by the Gods, after the Paſſage of a Ship) the Rocks be- 
came fixed. Hence the Argonauts failed to the Mariandvni, 
where Lycus the King entertamed them kindly: Here 
Typhis the Pilot dyed ; and Anceus undertook to ſteer 
the Ship; ſo they paſſed by the River Thermodon, and 
arrived at Colchos. | 

Q. How did they manage now they were arrived at the 
Port, whereto they were bound? - 

A. Jaſon went to etes, King of Colchos, and de- 
manded the Golden Fleece, in the Name of Pelas : Mete, 
anſwered, if he alone would yoke two braſen Hofe 
Bulls, which were given him by Vulcan, and breathed 
Fire; and alſo ſow ſome Dragons Teeth, which Minerva 
had given him; then he ſhould receive the Fhece, as his 
Reward. 

Q. Did Jaſon attempt to perform this dangerous Tast? 

A. While he was in great Perplexity about it, Medea, 
the Daughter of Zetes, fell in Love with him, and on 
his promiſe of marrying her, led tim dy Night to the 
Place where the Golden; Fleece was and be brought it in- 
to the Ship Arges; and with it, Au, and her Brother 
Abſirtas. 

A. Where was this Fleece kept ? 

Alt hung upon an Oak in the Grove of Mars, and 
was watched by a waking Dragon, which Aedea by her 
Aazic, caſt into a Sleep.

A. In the Holy of Fhlies, between which and the 
San&#zary, hung the Veil, which was rent in Pieces at 
our Saviour, Death.

Q. bat was the Urim and 'Chummim ? 

A. It was ſomething which I put into the Breaft- 
Plate of the High-Prie/t ; and there are many ſtrange 
ke rages concerning the Meaning of theſe Words, with 
which we ſhall not trouble our Readers, becauſe it is e- 
vident they meant only the Divine Power of obtaini 
an Oracular Anſwer from God, whenever Counſel was 
asked of him by the High-Prieft with it on, in ſuch a 
Manner as his Word did direct; and the Words U-im 
and Thummim were given hereto, to denote the Clear- 


neſs and Perfection which theſe Anſwers always carried 


with them; for Urin ſignifieth Lights, and Thummim 
Perfetions. 

Q. Deſcribe this Breaſt-Plate of the High-Prieſt ? 

A. It was a Pece of Cloth doubled, of about a Span 
ſquare, in which twelve precious Stones were ſet in 
Sockets of Gold, having engraven on them the Names 
of the twelve Tribes of Vac: This being fixed to the 
Ephod, or upper Veſtment of the Hzi7h-Pri:/; Robes, 
was worn on his Breaſt on all folemn Occaſions. 

Q. What was the chief Uſe of it ? 

A. To aſk Counſel of God in ditacult and momen- 
tous Caſes, relating to the whole State of 1/-ae/, as for 
the King, for the Preſident of the Sanhedrim, for the 
General of the 22 or ſome other great Prince or 
Governor, and not for any private Perſon. 

Q. How, and in what Place, was this Counſel 
aſked ? 

2 The Hish-Prieft having on his Robes and Brea/?- 
Plate, preſented himſelf before God in the Sanctuam, 
without the Veil of the Holy of Halies, and with his 
Face turned directly towards the , and the * 
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Seat over it, where the Divine Preſence reſted, ſed Anno

the Matter concerning which Counſel was aſked. Mun. 
Q Where did the Perſon ſtand in whoſe Behalf he at 
4 Counſel ? 


A. Directly behind him, at the Door without the 
Sanctuary, (for no Layman could come any farther) 
and whether it was the King, or any other public Officer, 
he waited with all Humility and Devotion for the 
Anſwer. 

Q How Was the Anſwer given? 

A. By an audible Voice from the Mercy-Seat, which 
was within behind the Veil; and for this Reaſon the 
Holy of Holies, and the Place where the A and Mercy- 
Seat ſtood, are fo often called in Scripture, The Oracle. 

Q. Give ſome Account of the Holy Fire upon the Altar? 

A. This firſt deſcended upon it from Heaven in the 
Tabernacle, at the Conſecration of Aaron and his Sons 
to the Prieſt bod; and afterwards it deſcended anew u 
on the Altar in the Temple of Solomon, at the 8 
cration of that Temple. 

Q. How aua this Fire preſerved ? 

A. It was conſtantly fed and maintained by the 
Prieſts Day and Night, without ſuffering it to go out; 5 
and with this all the Offerings were offered, that were 8 
made by Fig. Some are of Opinion this Fire was ex- 1 
tinguiſhed in the Days of —_— others think it 
continued till the Deſtruction of the Temple by the Chal- 
deans. a 

Q. What avere the next moſt valuable Appurtenances ? 

A. The ten Shew-Bread Tables, which were covered j 
with Gold alſo, and were two Cubits long, one Cubit j 
broad, and a Cubit and a half high; the Go belong- 
ing to theſe weighed 100 5. 

Q. Proceed ? 

A. The Golden Candleftick, which had 7 Branches, 
and weighed 100 . The Altar of Incenſe was of the 
{ſame Value: The Altar of Burnt-Offerings was of 
Braſs, 20 Cubits ſquare, and 10 high, weighing 5000 

as: The ten Lavers, with their Ba/es whereon 
they were placed, weighed 2000 Talents, each Talent

Mun. hed themſelves, weighed 1800 Arobas ; and the twelve

Q. How much arat an Aroba ? 
A. Twenty-five Pound Weight. 
Did Solomon build ary oth) public Edifices ? 
A. When he had finiſh'd the Temple, he built the 


3012 King's Palcce, and fortify'd 7 -r1/alem with a treble 


Wall; he built alſo the City of e in NMlanaſſeb, 
Balah in Dan, and Thadamer in 7 4a, with Palmyra in 
the Deſarts of Syria. 

. What other Particular: are mentioned of his Court 
and Grandeur. 

A. That he kept in Garriſon 14,000 Chariots, and 
12,000 Horſemen : That he ſpent at his Court every 
Day 30 Meaſures of fine Fhur, 6o Meaſures of Wheat, 
and 100 Sheep; beſides Ferijon and Foros. 

Q. Are there any more memorable Things ſaid of 
Lim? 

A. Only concerning his JV -itings and the Number of 
his ves, who in his Dotage led him into 1de/atry. 
In his Time lived Androclus, third Son of Codrus, King 
of the Athenians ; who, with the Aſſiſtance of the Des, 
built Epheſus in Caria; and after he had adjoin'd the 
Ie of Samos to his Dominions, was flain by the Cari- 
ant, whoſe Country he had uſurped. 

Q. Where was he buried? 

A. In one of the Gates of Ephe/us, called Mag- 
netes, his Statue in Armeur being ſet over him. 

Q. What was the City Epheſus famous for ? 

A. The Temple of Diana, which was 425 Foot long, 
and 220 Foot broad, ſupported with 127 Pillars of 
Mantle, each 70 Foot high, whereof 27 were curiouſly 
engraven, and the reſt poliſh'd ; the Work deſigned by 
Cteſphon Gnofſus, Thus City was alſo famous for being 
the firit Citi that received the Chriftian Faith, of which 
Timothy was Biſhop, to whom, and to the Ephr/rans, St. 
Paul wrote his Epiſtles fo called. 

. Q. Wis 
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Q. Who ſucceeded Solomon as King of Jada and 2 


Ifrael ? 


A. Rehobvam his Son, who was anointed at Sechem, 
where the ten Tribes of ae were aflembled and at- 3029 


tended. 
In what Manner did he behave himſelf to his 
Subjects? 

A. On his Arrival at Sechem, they preſented to him 
a Petition, to have an Abatement of the heavy Yaxes, 
which Solimom had laid on them, towards carrying on the 
Building of the Temple; on which Requeſt he took 
three Days Conſideration, and then denied to grant 
IT. 

Q. Did not this turn the Hearts of his People again? 
Lim? 

A. Some Time aſter he ſent one of his Officers, na- 
med Adorem (who was one of the Taxers of the People) 
amongſt them, and they ftoned him to Death; which 
ſo territy'd Retebeam, that he immediately left Sechem, 
and fled to Feruſalim. and prepared to invade them with 
180,0c0 Men ; but Shemai, in the Name of God, com- 
manded him to deſiſt.

. Who governed in Judah at this Time ? 

A. On the Death of Maia, his Mother alia | 
uſurped the Crown ; and that ſhe might rule in Safety, | 
flew all the Princes of the Bld. Royal: then brake into 
the Houſe of God, and all thoſe Things, that were dedicate | 
fr bis Service, foe beſcoxved upon Baalim. | 

Q. How ing did this wicxed Woman reizn over | | 
them ? | | 

A. In this Time of Per/ecution of the Lord's People, 
Jelalada was Prieſt, whoſe Wife 7eho/babeth (when 1 
All ulla determined to deſtroy all tne K:ngs Sons] con- c 
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Anno veyed Foas, an Infant Prince, out of the Nurſery into 
Mun. the Temple, where he was ſecretly brought up: and in 
wy Proceſs of Time, Jeboiada called to him five of the 
Captains, whom he could beft truſt; and having bound 
them in an Oath, produced the King's Sor before them, 
and covenanted with them, to advance him to the Ano - 
dom. 
Q. By what means did they accompliſh their Deſign ? 

A. Fehoiada delivered to the Captains, Arms for 

themſelves and Adherents ; ſet alſo a Guard of Lewites 

3126 about the Perſon of 7-as, and then brought him out 
openly before the People, and gave unto him the Crown, 
with all accuſtomed Ceremonies. On this Rumour, a 
general Joy appeared in the Countenances of all, and 
the People, without Apprehenſion of Danger, were 
huzzaing the new King, under the Windows of the 
Court. 

Q. Was nt Athalia furpriz'd at this Noiſe, and at 
the extraordinary Concourſe of the People? 

A. She imagined ſomething worthy her Care had 
happened, and determined to uſe her own Wiſdom, in 
looking into the Matter ; accordingly going down, ſhe 
was ſlain at the Horſe Gate. Thus died two wicked 
Queens, Jexebel and 4thalia, one famed for Iicontinen- 
cy, the other for Anbition. 

Q. How did this youns Prince manage the Govern- 
ment ? 

A. Under the Guardianſhip of Fehozada, who as 
faithfully ruled the Kingdom, as he had carefully pre- 
ſerved the King's Life. 

Q Give ſome Account of the firſt Actions of Joas, when 
he came to age ? 

A. He took two Wives, by the Advice of his Guar- 
dian, for repairing the Family of David, and then 
began to repair the Temple ; afterwards enriched it 
with gold and filver Veſſels, and offered Sacrifices as 
they had been under gory Kings ; and the Service of 

3164 God was now magnificently celebrated; but this laſted 
no longer than the Life of Fehuada, 


Q. Did 
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f Q. Did Joas turn Apoſtate after the Lo/5 of this good Anno 
Man, and worthy Coun'elbr ? Mum. 
| A. His Princes began to flatter him, and drew him w 
to the Worſhip of Idols, and God, whom he had for- 
faken, gave him into the Hands of Hazae/, King of 
Aram; who having taken Gath of the Philiftines, 
marched to Feruſ/alem, and laid Siege to it. 

Q. How hong did Joas defend himſelf, or how get quit 
of this Enemy ? 

A. He took all the Gold, and hallowed Things that 
could be found in the Temple, and — Peace for the 
preſent ; and when Haxael was departed, he command- 
ed Zachariah, to be ſtoned to Death for endeavouring to 
reclaim the People from their Superſtition. 

Q. What Puniſhment was inflifted upon him by the 
God of Iſrael for this Offence ? 

A. Benhadad, Son of Hazael, King of Damaſcas, 
came againſt him with an Army of Aramites, and gave 
him a ſhameful Overthrow, flew all his Princes, and 
departed out of Fudab, loaden with great Spoils ; and 3165 
7 oas, on his Return home, was killed in his Bed, 

. What memorable Perſons lived, or Afions are 
mentioned to be done in the Reign of ]oas ? 

A. Mexades and Diognetus, lived in Athens; Eudemus 
and Ari/tomedes, in Corinth ; Agrifpa Silvius, and after 
him, S:Foius Alludius, were Kings of the Albanes in 
Lal); Anacyndaraxes in Afria; Cephrenes in Egypt; 
Pi-malim in Tyre; and Dido, in this Age, laid the 
Foundation of Carthage. 

Qdos took Pofſeyion of the Kingdom of Judah on 
the Death of Joas ? 

A. Amazia, who was a Prince well affected to Re/i- 3166 
gun and J ice; and continued in Peace twelve or thir- 
teen Years: and wiule he gathered Strength by the 
Bleſüngs of it in Fudah, one named Faas, who was 
vow King of 1/-acl, grew as faſt in Power, by 2 
the War againtt the .Lramites, over whom he obtain 
three / Fortes, and fo much weakned the Kings of Da- 
maſcur, that they were never more terrible to //-ael. 

Q. Did 
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Ann» Q. Did not this happy Succeſs of Joas, kindle a Defire in 

Mun. Amazia to undertake ſome Expedition ? 

A. Yes, and he marched againſt the Edomites, and 

3177 overthrew them, killing ten thouſand, and taking the 
like Number Priſoners, whom he cauſed to be caſt from 
an high Rock. Among other rich So2ils taken in this 
War, Amazia carried away their Gad, and fet them 
up to be his Gods, and worſhipped them, and burnt Incenſe 
to them; and being rebuked for it by the Prophet, he 
threatned him; and in the Pride of his Heart, aſked 
him, who made him a Counicllor ? commanding him to 
Silence ? 

Q. What was his Reward for this Apoltacy ? 

A. It cauſed his Ruin, for ſoon after he ſent a Chal- 
lenge to Foas, but when the two Armies came in fight 
of each other, God, whoſe Help Amazia had fo de- 
ſpiſed, ſtruck his Forces with ſuch Terror, that they all 
— him, and fied into Judah, and himſelf was 
purſued and taken P/7/ozer. - 

Q. How did Joas ue the King of Judah, row be had 
him in his Pour? 

A. He carried him immediately to Ferauſalim, and 
threatned him with Dearth, if he did not cauſe the City 
Gates to be opened to him, and his Followers, which 
were opened accordingly : but Fas, not content with 
this, cauſed four hundred Cubits of the Wall to be 
thrown down, thro' which he entered the City in his 
Chariot, carrying Amazzia before him in Triumph ; and 
after having ſack d his Palace, and taken H:/?ages, gave 
the poor Creature his Life, and diſmiſſed him. 

Q. Was not the Hearts of his Subjects turned avain/? 
him, by theſe memorable Examples of his Pride, Folly, aid 
Cowardice ? 

A. They drove him out of Feruſalem to Lachis, for 
Refuge; but here he found no Favour more than that 
the People did not kill him, with their own Hands, but 
when the Conſpirators purſued after him, he was aban 
doned to Death, and his Body carried to Feruſalbin.

* He ferved the God of his Father David, ard 4 
proſpered accordingly, re-built Elath on the Red-Sea, 
over-came the Ph:/i/tines, whoſe Towns he diſmantled, 
and built others in many Parts, and repaired the wall of 
Feru/alem, and fortified it with 'Towers, ſome one hun- 
dred and fifty Feet high; then procceded againſt the 
Arabians and Ammonites with the like Succeſs. In ſhort, 
his Victories were far more important, than any ſince 
the Time of David. 

Q. What Advantages or Improvements did he make of 
theſe Conqueſts? 

A. He repaid the Expence of the War with triple In- 
tereſt, turned the Lands he kad taken to the beit Uſe, 
by feeding Cattle, keeping Ploughmen, and plantir. 1 
Vineyards : And the State of [acl never flouriſhed ſo 
well as at this Time, fince the Diviſion of the twelve 
Tribes into two Kingdoms: fer he had the Art to uſe, 
as well as the Happineſs to get. 

Q. bo xvas king of the ten Tribes in Iſrael at this 
Time ? 

A. FJerabaam the Son of Jeac, who obtained many 
Victories over the Syrians ; and won the Royal City of 
Damaſcus, and Hamath, carrying his Conqueſts unto the 
vait Deſarts of Arabia, the End whereot was undiico- 
vered. 

Q. Flaw ling did Jeroboam rein in Tirael ? 

A. Forty-one Years ; and after his Death an Ara 
ch Or Iiterregnum happencd. which lafted twenty-three 
Years, before his Son Zacharia aſcended the I hronc. 2: 2 
This was the laſt King of the Houſe of Jeha, and reign- 
ed only fix Months, being ſlain by Sallum, who reigned 
after him, the Space of a Month in Samaria. To tum 
ſucceed Menabem, the Son of Gai, who paid him the 8 
juſt Reward of his late 7rea/or. 

Q. What Account have you of the Actions of Mena- 


hem ? 
A. The 
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Anno A. The firſt thing he ſet about was, to revenge him- 
Mun. felt of the Partizans of his Predeceſſor at Tiph/ah, and 
way the Coalt thereof; fo great was his Hatred and Cruel ty 
to theſe People, that he deſtroyed the 'Town, and ripp 4 
up all the Women with Child, becauſe they refuſed to 
3228 open their Gates.

Q. Did ſe wage any War? 

A. "1 he Ring of ia came againſt him, but he 
purchaſed his Peace, with a thoufand Talents of Silver,

3232 Kingdom; and ended his Tyranny with his Life; after 
a Reign of ten Years, and was ſucceeded by Petabia, 
who reigned but two Years, before he was ſlain by Peta, 
whoſe Treaſon procured him the Crown. 

Q. What further have you recorded of the Life of 
Uzzia Kizg of Juda? , 

A. His Heart was lifted up, and he thought to en- 
large his Authority, by meddling in the Prieſt's Office, 
and cent into the Temple of the Lord, to barn Fecenſe, 
fam the Altar of Incenſe; and when Azaria the High- 
Pricſt interrupted him, he threatened him with Death. 

Q. Hixv was he puniſtcd fir this Attempt, which was 
coatrary to the written Law of God? 

A. While he was wwroth with the Priefls, the Leproſy 
role uh in his Forehead before them, which ab him to 
leave the Place haſtily, and live in a Houſe by himſelf, 
till he died; the Gowernme;:t of the kingdom being 

3246 committed to Jus Son Je. 

Q. What Character have you of this Prince? 

A. He wis a Perfn in whom no Virtue was want- 
ing, he worthipped God religiouſly, ke governed the 
Pec p'e righiteouſly, and was provident for the City, and 
tho* his Reign laited but 25 Years, #© was protperous 
and happy in all his Deſigns.

. He forced the frmonites to pay him Tribute, an

Q. What Princes were Cotemporarics, and what Re- wy 
elutions happened in the Worll, gam the Death of A- 
mazia ? 

A. In his Days lived Mycerians in Eg pt, SifFvius A- 
wentinus in Alba,  Agamemnon in Corinth, ar rip v in 
Athens, Thel Sis in Lacedenr, in whoie Time the 
SpA. 14 took Gera: 17H, An 43 os, A. id ſome other 
Towns from the 4chaians; but more notable than a! 
theſe was Sardanapalus King of Aria, who ſucceeded 
his Father Anacyndaraxes, in the twenty-firit Year of 
Amazia, according to Sir Waker Rategh. 

Q. What is written fo very remarkable of him ? 

A. That he was a moſt effeminate Prince, lived al- 
ways among his Strumpets, and imitated them in both 
Apparel and Behaviour. 

Q. Did his Subjects ever ſee him in this Diſcuije ? 

A. Senſible of his own Vileneſ, he kept himſelf 
from the Sight of any Man, but Arbaccs Governor of 
Media, at length, to ſatisfy his Curiofity, got a Yiew 
of him dreſſed in Women's Attire, and playing the 
Part of a Harlot, which provoked him ſo much, that 
he reſolved to free himſelf from his Subjection to fo 
baſe a Creature. 

Q. Who did he precure to join wwith him in this in- 
tend Rebellion? 

A. He gained the Mads and Penſiant over to his 
Party, and prevailed with B= a Chaldran, to Enter 3248 
into a Confederacy with him, who prevailed with the 
Bab;bnians and Arabians, to venture themſelves in the 
ſame Cauſe.

What Defence did Sardanapalus make here ? 

A. It had been propheſic d, That NMucbeb ſhould 
never be taken, till the R:wer became an Enemy to the 
Town ; for the Walk were 100 Foot h. gb, and to wide, 
that three Chariots might paſs in Front upon them ; 
vet when Arbaces had beat his Army, and flain Sala- 
merus, he laid Siege to it; but lay beture it two Years, 
without any Hopes of reducing it. 

Q. Hu did Arbaces make himſelf Maſter of it at loft ? 

A. In the third Year, the River Tirzris {wol'n with” 
Rain, drowned that Part, thro' which it ran, ard threw 
down twenty Furlongs of the Wall ; by which _ 
dent, Sardanapals being terrified, mut himſelf u 
his Palace, with his Wives, Concubines and 'Trea w= 
and then ſet it on Fire, wherein they were all conſumed, 
He was the lait of the Line of NMuut.

A. No, two laſting M:/chiefs followed hereon. In- 
ficad ct two petty Princes, with either of whom he was 
well able to cope before; he had now this mighty King 
for x Borderer ; and from this Time the Jeus were 
excluded all their Traffick in the Southern Seas, which 
had been the Foundation of all their Riches.

£ They beſieged Nineweh, and having taken it, flew 
Saracus the King, (who was either the Succeſſor of CV i- 
riladanus, or he himſelf) then they utterly demoliſhed 
tiat antient City; and from this Time Babylin became 
the Metropolis of the Arian Empire. 

Q. Give ſome Account of the ancient City of Ni- 
neveh ? 

A. It was ſituate on the Eaſt Side of the River 
Tigris, and was 60 Miles in Compaſs; out of its Ruins 
was erected another City, at this Day called Maul, 
famous only for being the Seat of the Patriarch of the

3398 Eg yptians at the Euphrates, and recovered thoſe Provin- 
ces again.

Q. How did Nebuchadnezzar employ him/eF after be 
returned from the Egyptian Expedition ? 

A. He now had the Dream of the wonderful great 
Tree, of which there is a full Account, Dan. chap. iv. 
being now alſc at reſt from all his Wars, and in full 
Peace at Home, he applied himſelf to the finiſhing his 
Buildings at Badbybr. 
lo frft founded this City ? 


A, Some 
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A. Some ſay Semiramis, others Belus; but by whom- Anno 
ſoever it was firſt founded, Nebuchadnezzar made it one Mun. 
of the N onder vf the World. Ws 

Q. What were the moſt famous Works therein? | 

A. (1) The Walls of the City. (2) The Temple of 
Belus. (3) Nebuchadnezzar's Palace, and the Hangin 
Gardens therein. (4) The Banks of the River. (5 
'The — Lake, and the artificial Canal for drain- 
ing Or it. 

2 Of what Bigneſs were the Wall; ? 

A. "They were in Thickneſs 89 Foot, in Height 350, 
and in Compaſs 60 of our Miles: They were alſo ſur- 
rounded on the Outfide with a large Ditch of Water, 
lined with Bricks on both Sides, after the Manner of a 
Counterſcarpe. 

Q. Of what Materials were they made? 

A. They were built of large Bricks, cemented to- 
gether with a glutinous Slime, arifing out of the Earth 
m that Country, which ſoon grows harder than the 
Bricks or Scones themſelves. ; 

Q oat Form were they ? 

A. Exattly ſquare, and 15 Miles long on each Side. 

In the four Squares were 100 Gates, made of /6/:4 
Bra. 2; of a Side; between every two of theſe Gates 
were three Towers, and four more at the Corners of 
the great Square, every one of which was 10 Foot 
higher than the Walls : From the 25 Gates in each 
Side went 25 Streets, ſo that the whole Number of 
Streets „ere 50, whereof 25 went one Way, and 25 
the otacr, direfti'y crofſing each other at Right 
Angles. 

Mere there no mare Streets than theſe Fifty? 

A. There were alſo four half Streets, which were built 
but one Side, having the Wall on the other; theſe 
were 200 Foot bread, the reit 180: Ihe Houſes were 
all built three or four Stories high; the Space within 
the Middle of each Square was all void Ground, for | 
Yards, Gardens, and other ſuch Uſes : and a Branch | 
of the River Eaphrates, ran quite croſs the City. |

wy? AA. The Temple of Belus; but the Tower in it was 


built many Ages before : At the Foundation it was a 
Square of a Furlong on each Side, that is half a Mile 
in the whole Compaſs, and conſiſted of eight Towers, 
one built above, over the other. 

Q. How high were theſe Towers ? 

A. They were each 75 Foot high, and in them were 
many great Rooms, with arched Roofs, ſupported by 
Pillars: Theſe were all made Part of the Temple after the 
Towver became conſecrated to that idolatrous Uſe : The 
uppermoſt Story was the moſt ſacred, and where their 
chiefeſt Devotions were performed: On the Top of the 
Tower, over the whole, was an O5/ervatory, by the 
Benefit of which, the Baby/onians advanced their Skill in 

Aftranomy beyond all other Nations. 

Q. I boi, ſuppoſed ta have built this Tower? 

A. Bochartns uſſerts it to have been the very ſame 
which was built at the Confuſion of Tongues; and till 
the Time of Nebuchadrezzar, the Temple of Belus 
contained no more than this Torrey. 

QI hat dditions did he make to it? 

A. He enlarged it by vaſt Buildings erected round 
it, in a Square of a Mile in Circumference, in which 
were ſeveral Gates leading to the Temple, of ſolid 
Eraſs. 

Q. Who rat this Bel, the great God of the Baby lo- 

mans, to whom this Temple was dedicated? 
A. He is ſuppoſed to be the ſame with Nad, and 
to have been called Bel from his Dominion, and N- 
rd from his Rebellion; for Bel, or Baal, ſignihes 
Lord, and Nimrad a Rebel, in the Feaviſb and Challæ an 
Languages. 

Q. To what Sum are the Riches of this Temple 
/aid ta amount, when it was plundered by Xerxes: 

A. The Images and ſacred Utenſils were all of ſolid 
Gold, and are tuppoſed to amount to above one and 

twenty 
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twenty Millions of our Money, and the Treaſure in it Aune 


to the Value of as much more. 


Q. Give me fome Account of the King's Palace, and aw 


of the Hanging Gardens therein ? 

A. On the Faſt Side of the River ſtood the old Pa- 
lace of the Kings of Bahz/z, which was four Miles in 
Compaſs ; and exactly over-againſt it, on the Weit 
Side, ſtood the new Palace, which Nebuchadnozzar 
built. 

Q. How large was the new Palace? 

A. It was eight Miles in Compaſs, ſurrounded with 
three Walls, one within another, and ſtrongly fortiiy'd 
according to the Way of thoſe Times. 

Q. OF what Invention were the Hanging Gardens, 
fo celebrated among the Greeks? 

A. They contained a Square of 400 Foot on eve 
Side, and were carried up aloft in the Air, in the Man- 
ner of ſeveral large Terraſſes, one above another, the 
highett of which equall'd the Height of the Walls of the 
City. 

Q. How was theſe 7 ſupported ? 

A. By vaſt Arches, built upon Arches, one above 
another, and ftrergthened by a Wall ſurrounding 
them on every Side, of Twenty-two Foot Thick- 
neſs. 

Q. Hozv was the Fhorage contrived to keep the Doi- 
fture of the Mould from running drwn throuzh the 
Arches ? 

A. On the Top of the Arches were firſt laid large 
flat Stones, 16 Foot long, and 4 broad ; then a Layer 


of Reed, mixed with Bitumen; over this two Rows of 


Bricks, cemented together with Plaifter ; and then over 
all were laid thick Sheets of Lead, and laftly the Mould 
of the Garden. 
Q. How thick ara, the Mould, or Earth, laid here- 
on ? | 
A. It was deep enough for the greateſt Trees to 
take Root in, and ſuch were planted all over it, in e- 
very Terraſs, as were allo all other "Trees, Plants, and 
Flowers, 
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Anno Flowers, that were proper for a Garden of Plea- 
Mun. ſure. 
Qt what Manner was it water'd ? 

A. In the upper Terraſs there was an Engine, where- 
by Water was drawn up out of the River to water the 
whole Garden. 

Q. Now deſcribe the Artificial Lake, and the Arti- 
ficial Canals, above mentioned? 

A. The River Euphrates being always obſerved to 
overflow its xs in the Months of June, Jug, and 
Auguft, for the preventing hereof, two artificial Canals 
were made, to drain off thoſe Overflow ing into the 
Tyeris. This is ſaid to have been made by Gobar:i:, 
or Gobrias. 

Did Nebuchadnezzar make no Addition to this Work 

for farther ſecuring the Country ? 

A. He built alto prodigious Banks of Brick and Bi- 
tumen, on each Side of the River, which were carried 
from the Head of the faid Canals, down to the City; 
but the moſt wonderful Part of this Work, was within 
the City itielf. 

. What was that ? 

. On each Side of the River he built from the 
Bottom of it, a great Wall for its Bank, of the ſame 
Thickneſs with the Walls of the City; and over- againſt 
every Street that croſſed the ſaid River, he made a 
Braſen Gate on each Side, which Gates were open by 
Day for the Citizens to paſs by Boat from one Side to 
the other. 

Q. To what Length was this Wark carried? 

A. It was — on both Sides the River to the 
Length of 160 Furlongs, which is Twenty of our 
Miles. 

Q. Which Way was the River turned while theſe 
Banks were building ? 

A. For this Purpoſe was made a prodigious artificial 

Lake, according to the loweſt Computation 40 Miles 
ſquare, and 160 in Compals, and in Depch ſeventy-five 


Foot. 
Q. Now 
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Q. Now go on with the Hiſtory of Nebuchadnez- Anne 


zar? Mun. 
A. About 12 Months after his laſt Dream, walking 

in his Gardens, and taking a Proſpect of the whole 

City, he proudly boaſted of his great Works, (ſee Dan. 

iv. 30.) but there came a Voice from Heaven to rebuke 

his Pride. 

Q What was it that was here told him? 

A. That his Kingdom was departed from him, and 
that for ſeven Years he ſhould have his Dwelling among 
the wild Beaſts of the Field: Hereon he fell diſtracted, 
and continued ſo for ſeven Years, eating Graſs like the 
Oxen, and taking his Lodging in the open Air, till 
his Hair was like Eagles Feathers, and his Nails like 
Birds Claws. 
| Did his Underſkanding return to him again at the 
End this Term ? FP | . 

A. Ves, and he was reſtored to his Kingdom, and to his 3441 
former —_— and Honour ; and hereon being made 
fully ſenſible of the Alnig ty Power of the God of Heaven, 
he did, by a public Decree, make Acknowledgment 
hereof through all the Baby/on;4 Empire: After his he 
lived _ one Year. 

Q. Who ſucceeded him ? 

A. Ewilmeridach his Son; who as ſoon as he was 3442 
ſettled on the Throne, releaſed 7ehoiachin, King of 
Fudah, out of Priſon, and promoted him to great Ho- 
nour, placing him at his Table before all the other 
Kings and great Men of the Empire. In this Year 
wy us ſucceeded Ahattes, his Father, in the Kingdom 
of Lydia. 

Q. How ling did Evilmerodach reign ? 

A. His Luſts and other Wickedneſs had made him ſo 
intollerable, that after two Years hi own Relations put 
him to Death, and Nerigliſar, his Siſter's Huſband, 3445 
who was at the Head of the Confpiracy, reigned in his 
ſtead. It is ſuppoſed Fehorchin, his Favourite, was 
ſlain with him, whoſe Son Salathiel now became nomi- 
nal Prince of the Feu: Now alſo Achages, „ of 

- © a, 
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Anno Media, died; and after him Cya varcs the ſecond. his 
Man. Son, ſucceeded in the Civil Government of the Kiog- 
dom, and Cyrus, his Grandſon, by his Daughter Man

dana, in the Military. 

Q. How did Nerigliſſar behave imſelf in the Govern- 
ment of” this mighty Empire ? | 

A. On his coming to the Crown, he made great 
Preparations for a War againſt the liedes; Cyaxares 
hearing of it, ſent for Cyrus out of Perfia to his Aſſiſt- 
ance ; and on his Arrival with 30,000 Perffans, Cyax- 
ares made him General of the 27 des alfo, and ſent him 
with the joint Forces of both Nations, againſt the 
Babyloians. 

Q. hat Proviſion did Nerigliſſar mate to oppoſe thts 
Invaſion ? 

He ſent Ambaſſadors to all the neighbourin 
Nations, to call in their Aid, and drew them all 
into Confederacy with him for the enfuing War. 

Q. What was the Conſequence of theſe great Prepa- 
rations ? 

A. When the Confederates on both Sides were all 
drawn together, they came to a fierce Battle, in which 
Nerigh//ar was ſlain, and the 4/jrian Army routed. 

Q. Who commanded after Nerigliſſar was Hild? 

A. Crafus, King of Lydia, being in Diguity next 
to him, took the Command of the vanquiſhed Army, 
and made as good a Retreat as he could. 

Q. Did not Cyrus purſue them? 

A. Yes, and overtook them at a Diſadvantage the 
next Day, and gained a compleat Victory over them, 
taking there Camp and Baggage: Hereon Cre/us fled 
out of A/ſpria, and made the beſt of his Way into his 
own Country. | | 
. Q. No ſucceeded Nerigliſſar in the Empire of Aſ- 
yria ? 

A. Laborofearchad, who was given to all Manner of 
Wiekedneſs, and flain by his own People, after he had 
reigned only nine Months. | 


Q. IF! of 
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Q. Hat particular 47s of tyrannical Violence are re- Anno 
corded of him ? Mun. 
A. There are two particularly mentioned; he ſlew wy 
the only Son of Gaba, one of his principal Nobility, 
at a Hunting, to which he had invited him, for no o- 
ther Reaſon, but that he had thrown his Dart with 
Succeſs at a wild Beaſt, when he* himſelf had miſled 
it. 

Q. bat is the other ? 2 

A. He cauſed Gadates to be caſtrated, only becauſe 
one of his Concubines had commended him for an hand- 
ſome Man : Theſe Wrongs drove thoſe two Noblemen, 
with the Provinces which they governed, into a Revolt 
to Cyrus; and the whole State of the Babyhnifb Empire 
ſuffered by it. 

Q. Who ſucceeded Laboroſoarchad? 

A. Nabonadias, called in Scripture Be/hazzer : In 
the firſt Year of this King's Reign, Daniel had reveal d 3449 
to him the Viſion of the four Monarchies, and of the 
Kingdom of the Mi, that was to ſucceed after them. 
Daniel, chap. vii. l 

Q. Hi did the Medes and Perſians manage the War 
e7ainſt the Babylonians after their late Defeat ? 

A. Cyru;, when he was entered into Winter Quar- 
ters, ſent tor Cyaxares, to conſult about the Method 
of carrying on the War for the future. 

Q. What wes the Yue of their Conſultations ? 

1. They found, by plundering the Countries in the 
Bab;hnijb Empire, they did not at all enlarge their 
own, therefore they retolved to apply themſelves to the 
beſieging their Fortreſies, and taking of their Towns, that 
they might make themiclves Maſters of the Country, 
and Cyrus made great Progrets herein. | 

Nhat Courje did the King of Babylon take to put 
a Stop to this prevailing Power ? 

A. He took a great Part of his Treaſure with him, 
and went into Lydia, to King Cra&ſus his Confederate, 
and with his Money hired a very numerous Army of all 


the Nations of Lehr Afa. and appointed Cra/u; to 
be 
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Arno be their General, and ſent theni to invade Meda, then 
Mun. returned to Babylon. 
we Q Was not Cyrus informed of theſe Proceedings time 
_ g, ta make ſuitable Preparations ta withſtand the 
torm? 
A. Yes, and he marched againſt Cræſus, gave him 
Battle, and put all his numerous Army to flight; and 
wang the Advantage of his Victory, purſued him cloſe 
into Lydia, and there came up with him juſt as he had 
diſmiſs'd his Auxiliaries. : 

Q. Did Cræſus ſurrender here ? 

A. No, he got all his own Forces together, and 
ſtood a Battle againſt him ; but being ſoon over-power'd, 
he was forced to retreat to Saratis, the chief City of 
his Kingdom, where Cyrus immediately ſhut him up by 
a cloſe Siege; and while he lay here, he celebrated the 
Funeral of Abradates and Panthea his Wife. 

Q. Who was this Abradates ? 

A. He was Prince of Su/han, under the Babylonian, 
and had revolted to Cyrus about two Years before, 
and happened to be ſlain in this War: His Wife Pan 
thea, out of Grief for his Death, flew herſelf upon 
his dead Body ; Cyrus honourably buried them both to- t 
gether, and a ſtately Monument was erected over them, i « 
near the River Pactolus, where it remained many Age: ! 
after. > 

Q. How did Cræſus defend himſelf in Sardis ? 2 

A. He ſent to all his Allies for Succours, but before 
any of them could arrive, Cyrus took the City. t 

Q. How ara Cræſus uſed whin he was made Pri- f 
foner ? 

A. He was condemned to be burnt to Death ; ac- Y 
cordingly a great Pile of Wood was laid together, and ag 
he placed on the Top of it; in this Extremity he ery d th 
out, with a great Sigh, three Times, Solon ! Solon / 


Solon ! 
Q. What was the Meaning of this Out-cry ? at 
A. Solon was a wiſe Athenian, and the greateſt Philo- hi 
ſopher of his Time, who coming to Sardis, Cra. ſus. V 
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out of the Pride of his Mind, cauſed all his Riches, Anno 
Sc. to be ſhewn unto him, expecting he ſhould have Mun. 
applauded his Felicity, and have pronounced him of all gy 


Men the moſt happy herein. 

Q. What was Solon's Obſervation to him on this his 
Vanity ? 

A. He told him plainly, that he could pronounce 
no Man happy as lang as he lid d, becauſe no one could 
foreſee what might happen unto him before Death, of 
which Truth Cræſus being now convinced, he called on 
the Name of Sor. 

Q. Was this Exclamation of any Service to him iu 
preventing his Execution? 

A. When the Story was related to Cyrus, it excited 
in him ſuch a Senſe of the Uncertainty of human Feli- 
city, that he ſpared his Life, and uſe of him as 
one of his chief Counſellors all his Days, and at his 
Death recommended him to his Son Camby/es. 


Q. Whither did Cyrus go, after he had made himſelf 3464. 


Maſter of Sardis, and ſubdued the ſeveral Nations in Leſſer 
Aſia? 

A. He went into Syria and Arabia, and there did 
the ſame Thing; then marched into the upper Countries 
of Ala, and there allo ſettled all Things under his 
Dominion, and now entered 4/jr:a again; and having 
overthrown Belſbaxxer in Battle, ſhut him up in Babylon, 
and there beſieged him. 

Q. Were mt the Walls of this City impregnable, and 
the taking of it by @ Siege look'd upon as a Thing im- 
practicable? 

A. Yes, but Cyrus, after he had waſted near two 
Years before it with little Succeſs, lighted on a Strata- 
gem, which, with little Difficulty, made him Maſter of 
the Place.

Neglect in that Time of Looſeneſs, they aſcended thro” 
them into the City ; and both Parties meeting at the 
Palace, as had been concerted, they firſt kill'd the 
Guards, then ruſhed in and took the Palace, where 
finding the King with his Sword drawn at the Head of 
his Aſſiſtants, they ſlew him, valiantly fighting for his 
Life, and all thoſe that were with him. 

Q Did Cyrus put all the Inhabitants of Babylon t9 
the Sewerd, after he became Maſter of it? 

A. No, but very few ; for after the King's Death 
he made a Proclamation of Safety to all ſuch as ſhould 
bring in their Arms, and all ſubmitted to the Con- 
queror without farther Reſiſtance; this concluded all 
Cyrus's Conqueſts, after a War of twenty-one Year: : 
In this Feaſt Be/hazzar faw the Hand-writing on the 
Wall, Dan. v. and now the Babyhnijh Empire ended, 
which had continued 209 Years. 

Q. Who took the Kingdom of Babylon after the Deat“ 
F Belſhazzer ? 

A. Cjaxares, called in Scripture Darius the AMede ; 
for Cyrus, as long as this his Uncle lived, allowed him 
a joint Title with him in the Empire ; but the whole 
Power of the Army, and the chief Conduct of all At- 
fairs being {till in his Hands, he only was looked on as 
the Supreme Governor. of that Empire which he had

(This happened in their 7th Month, which is call'd 
Ni, and began about the roth of our September; but 
before this Time, T:/-i was reckoned every where to be- 
gi the Year ; it being the general Opinion of the 
Ancients, that the World was created, and firſt began, 
at the Time of the Autumnal Equinox.) On the roth 
of this Month was the Great Day of Expiation, when 
the High-Prieft made Attonement for all the People of 
Iſrael; and on the 15th Day, began the Feat of 
Tabernacles. | 

Q. Did the People flay at Jeruſalem, during all theſe 
Solemnities ? 

A. They employ'd all this Time to ſet forward the 
Rettoration of G Wi:/ip again in that Place, to- 
wards which they all contributed according to their 
Abilities, 

Q. 7 what Sum did all the Freev:ill-Offerings, ma: 
on this Occaſion, amnunt ? 

A. Beſides the Veſtments for the Prieſts, which were 
one Hundred, there was given in the whole >5500 /, 
of our Money, towards building the Temp /-. 

Q. Was this Sum raiſed by fo ſnall a Number of 
People juſt return d fi om Captivity ? 

A. It is ſuppoſed the whole Nation of the Fexvs, 
thoſe who ſtaid behind, as well as thoſe who returned, 
made their Of rings alſo ; {cor every Few pail 18 4. 
Yearly, towards its Repair, and the Support of the Ser- 
Vice in it, into what Part ſoever they were diipers'd, thro? 
the whole World. 

Q Did they begin the Work upon this Fund ? | 

A. Yes, and the ſirſt Thing they did, was to reſtore 
tie Altar of the Lord for Burnt-Offerings.

Difficulty, he had ſome Thoughts of rebelling againſt 
the King; and at this Junure there came a Meſſa 
from 3 who was now grown weary of the 
Perfian Court, which adviſed the ſame Thing.

A. He concluded if there were any Combuſtions 
raiſed in hania, he could cafily prevail with Darius to 
ſend him thither to appeaſe them, and being very deſi- 
rous of living again in his own Country, he thought 
this the likeheſt Way to accompliſh his Aim.

to make War againſt him. 

. What Alliances did the lonians mate to carry on 
this War againſi the Perſians? | 

A. Being aſſiſted with 20 Ships from Athens, the 
ſailed to Epheſus, then marched againſt Sardis, and 25 
it, where the Houſes being moſt built of Cane, one of 
them accidentally took Fire, which ſpread the Flame 
to all the reſt, and conſumed the Fo xs City : The 
Temple of Cybele, the Goddeſs of the Country, was 
alſo burnt at this Time. After this Accident an Army 
of Per/fzans and Lydians came againſt them, and having 
overtaken the Brians before they could reach Epheſus, 
overthrew them v.ith a great Slaughter. 

Q. Did not the Athenians hereon return Home, and 
refuſe to be concerned any fi:rther in the War ? 

A. Yes, but their having engaged thus far m it, gave 
riſe to that War between the Perfcans and Greets, which 
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was carried on for ſeveral Generations after, and ended Ann 


in the utter Deſtruction of the Pan Empire. 


Q. What Revenge did Darius take on theſe Re- 


wolters ? | 

A. On his hearing of the Burning of Sard's, and 
the Part which the A4:5enians had therein, he cauſed 
one of his Attendants every Day when he was at 
Dinner, to ſay aloud to him three Times, Remember 
the Athenians! and the next Year after, he ſent three 
of his Sons-in-Law to attack the Grecians three ſeveral 
Ways. | 

Q. What Courſe did theſs three Generali take ? 

A. Dauriſes marched againſt the Carians, where ha- 


ving beaten them in two Battles, he was flain in the third; 3505

A. Deſpairing of his Cauſe on the Approach of the 
Perſian Army, and getting together all that were wil- 
ling to accompany him, he failed to Thrace, and ſeized 
the Territory of Mercinus ; but while he beſieged 
this _ he was ſlain by the Thracians, and his Army 
cut to FICCes. 

Q. How did Heſtiæus feed, who led the Tonians into 
this calamitous Rewolt ? 

A. He had his Share in it, for after the Per/fians 
had brought all again under them, they made the 


beautifulleſt of their Youths Eunuchs, fent all their 


Virgins into Pena, and burnt all their Cities and 
Temples, and he was taken Priſoner, carried to 
Sard:s, and there crucified by the Order of Arta- 


phernes. 


Q. When 
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Anna Q. When Artaphernes had ſubdued all the Mandi on 
Mun. the Afian Coat, did he extend his Congueſts any Far- 
ways ther ? 
A. He then ſent the Phenician Fleet to reduce the 
Helleſpont, that is, all its Coaſts on the European 


Side. 


Mat Succeſs had he in this Enterprize ? 

3509 A. Mader, Prince of the Thracian *· 
having Advice that the Fleet was come as far as Tene- 
dos, and being too weak to reſiſt their Power, carried all 
he had on Beard five Ships, and ſet fail with them for 
Athens ; but in his Paſſage, one of them, commanded 
by Mectiochus his eldeſt Son, was taken by the Phænici- 
ans, and he carried to Darius, who was at Sſa. 

Q. What Uſace did Metiochus meet with from Da- 
rius ? | 

A. Inſtead of doing him any Hurt, he generouſly 
gave him a Houſe, and Lands for his Maintenance, 
married him to a Pe:/fian Lady, with whom he li- 
ved honourably all his Life after, and never more re- 
turned to Greece. 

Q. What became of Miltiades, and the other four 
Ships & 

A He got ſafe to Athens, and again ſettled himſelf 
there, for Pe was a Citizen of that Place before, and 
was ſent to Cher/one/us, where he lived and married a 
ſecond Wife, named Hegeſpyla, by whom he had 
Cimon, the famous General of the Athenians ; Thu- 
cydides the Hiſtorian, was alſo her Son by another 
Huſband. 

Q. Did Darius take any Revenge on the Athenians, 
Sc. for the Burning of Sardis ? 

3510 A. He now recalled all his other Generals, and ſent 
Mardonius, Son of Geobrias, who had lately married 
one of his Daughters, to be chief Commander m 
all the maritime Parts of Ala, with Orders to invade 


Greece. 


Q. Did 
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Q. Did he gain any Advantage in this Expedi- Anno 
den? 25 Man. 

4. He had the Misfortune to loſe 300 of his yy 
Ships in a Storm, and the Traciaus falling on him in 
the Night, broke into his Camp, flew a great 
Number of his Men, and wounded Mard:rius himfelf ; 
after which Loſſes Darius determined to make Trial if 
any Part of Greece would ſubmit to him, accordingly 
ſent Herald; to all their Cities to demand Earth and 
Water, which was the Form whereby the Per/ians uſed 
to require Submiſſion. | 

Q Hu did the Heralds, who were ſent with this 
Commiſion, ſucceed ? 

A. Several of the Grecian Cities cid as was required 
of them, but when thoſe who were ſent to Athens and 
Lacedemon came thither, they flung them, the one into 
a Well, the other into a deep Pit, and bid them fetch 
Earth and Mater thence. 

Q. Was it not a Violation of the Law of Nations 
thus to put Heralds to Death ? 

A. Yes, and Darius on this Aﬀront took the Com- 
mand of his Forces from Mardonius, and ſent two other 
Generals in his ſtead, Datis a Median, and Artaphernes 3 
a Perſian, who was Nephew to the late Governor of | 
Sardis, and gave them particularly in Charge, not 
to fail of executing his Revenge againſt the Athe- + 


nians ? 


_ How did theſe twa Generals ſpeed in this 
ar? 

A. On their Arrival on the Coaſt of nia, they 3513 
drew together an Army of 300,000 Men, and a Fleet 
of 600 Ships, then failed to Naxns, and burnt the | 
chief City of the Ifland, and all the Temples therein, 
and taking all the other Iſlands in thoſe Seas, failed f 
for Eretria, and after ſeven Days Siege took it, and | 
burnt it to the Ground, <1 they found in 
it Captives, then paſſed over into Attica.

A. He reſolved to go in Perſon, and make an Inva- 
fion upon them with all his Power, and ſent Orders 
thro? all the Provinces to arm the whole Empire for it, 
but after three Years Preparation, a new War broke out 
by the Revolt of the Eg yprians. | . 
Q. Did theſe Rebels divert him from executing his 
Wreth upon the Grecians ? 

3518 A. It was an ancient Cuſtom among the Per/ians be- 
fore the King went out to any dangerous War, to 
declare his Succeilor, which being done, he de- 
termined to ſend Part of his Army to reduce Egypt, 
and to go in Perſon with the reſt 2 Greece; 
and now both Armies being ready to ſet out, Darius 
fell fick, and died. 

Q. What remarkable Perſons lived in his Reign & 
A. Zoroaftres, the famous Prophet of the Hagiant, 
firſt appeared in Perfia then; he was the greateſt Im- 
ſtor, except Mahome?, that ever appear'd in the World, 
all the Craft of that Aab, but much more Know- 

„and was, as to his Origin, a Few. 

. Who ſucceeded Darius iu the Perſian Empire ? 

A. Xerxer, his Son, by Attofſa, the Daughter of 
Cyrus; he confirm'd to the Fews at Feruſalem, all the 
Privileges granted them by his Father, and eſpecially 
that of having the Tribute of Samaria : In his ſecond 

3520 Year he marched againſt the Egyptians, and ſubdued 
theſe Revolters, and made _4rchemenes, one of his Bro- 
thers, Governor of the Province. This Year Herodotus, 
the famous Hiſtorian, was born at Halicarnaſſus, in

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Caria. The next Year died Jeſua, the High-Prieft Anno 
of the Fews, and 7oiakim his Son ſucceeded him in Mun.

Q Did Xerxes purſue the Grecian War after the 
Death of his Father ? 

A. Before he had been long upon the Throne, he 3522 
reſolved thereon, and entered into a League with the 
Carthaginians, whereby it was that while the 
Perfians invaded Greece, the Carthaginians ſhould fall on 
all thoſe who were of the Grecian Name in $S:cily and 
Tag, thus all the then known habitable World was 

ſtirred up againſt the Realm of Grecia, Dan. xi. 2. 

all the Weſt under the Command of Hamilcar, and all 
the Eaſt under Xerxes. 

Q. What Number of Perſons of all Sorts followed 
Xerxes in this Expedition ? 

A. They were at leaſt five Millions, according to 
Herodatus s Account of them, with which he marched 
through Thrace, Macedon, and Theſſaly, towards Attica, 35 24 
and afl yeilded to him without Oppotition, till he came 
to Thermopyle, where Leonidas, King of the Lacedæmo- 
niant, with a Body of 4000 Men, defended the Paſs 
againſt him for two Days, but on the third, being 
ready to be ſurrounded by the Perſans, all retired ſa- 
ving Leonidas, and about 300 Sartans, who reſolutely 
abiding by the Poſt they had undertaken to yrs | 


were at length all ſlain upon the Spot. 

Q. How many Men did the Perkans boſe in this Ex- 
gagement ? 

A. They loſt in gaining this Victory 20,000 Men, 
and among them two of the Brothers of Xe-xes. After 
this they marched through Bæotia into Attica, when the 
Athenians not able to defend themſelves, (putting all 
their Men on Board their Fleets, and ſecuring their 
Wives and Children in neighbouring Cities, which by 
the Intervention of the Sea were out of the Reach 
of the Enemy) deſerted their City, into which NXerxes

Q. What Succeſs had his Confederates, the Carthagi- 
nians, under the Command of Hamilcar. 

A. Gel, King of Sicily, having firſt ſlain Hami/car, 
ſet his Fleet on Fire, and flew 150,000 of his Men in 
the Field of Battle, and took as many more Priſoners, 


which he ſold for Slaves.

A. He left Sardis with the utmoſt Precipitation, 

but gave Orders for the burning and demolithing all 


the Jemples in the Grecian Cities of Aa, and none but 


that of Diana at Epheſus, eſcaped this general Deva- 
ſtation. 

Q Was this dune out of any particular Diſpleaſure ts 
the Aſiatic Greeks ? 

A. The true Cauſe of it was his Zeal for the 
Magian Religion, to which he had been made a Pro- 
ſelyte by Zuroaftre;, and that Sect expreſſed a great De- 
teſtation of worſhipping God by _— 

Q. Did the Grecians proſecute the War againſt the 
who Mo" after theſe FVifories ?

A. His Wiſdom and great Application, had much 
advanced the Power of the Athenians, and drawn on 
him the bitter Enmity of the Lacedæmonians, for he was 
not baniſh'd for any Crime, but by the Form of 
Oftraciſme, which was a Way whereby, for the better ſe- 
curing of their Liberty, they uſed to ſuppreſs thoſe among 
them, who were grown to too great a Power and Au- 
thority. 

Q. hither did Themiſtocles flee from the Accuſation 
of the Lacedzmonians ?

A. From this Time he ſent no more Ships into the 
LEgean Sea, or any of his Forces to the Coaſts ad- 
joining to it, all the Remainder of his Reign, 3 
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himſelf wholly up to Luxury and Eaſe, till he grew Arno 


into Contempt with the People. | 

Q. What was the Conſequence of this Indolence ? 

A. Artabanus, the Captain of his Guards, flew him 
in his Bed; and going to Artaxerxes, his third Son, 
accuſed Darius his elder Brother, of the Murder ; 
whereon Artaxerxes, by the Aſſiſtance of Artabanus, 
ſlew him alſo, by way of juſt Revenge, as he thought, 
for the Death of his Father. 

Q. With what Defign did this Traitor impoſe upoe 
Artaxerxes in this Manner ? 

A. On the Death of Darius, Hyfaſpes was next 
Heir, who being abſent in Bactria, Artabanus ſet 
Artaxerxes on the Throne, with Deſign to ſeize it 
for himſelf ; but the Plot being diſcovered, he was cut 
off before his Treaſon was ripe for Execution. This 
Artaxerxes in Scripture hath the Name of Aha/uerus, 
who had Ether for his Queen.

A. The laſt gave him the moſt Trouble, for Aa- 
banus had ſeven Sons, and many Partiſans, who reſoly'd 
to revenge their Father's Death; whereon a fierce 
Conflict enſu'd, in which many noble Per/ians were 
Killed, but at length Artaxerxes prevaild, and cut off 
all the Conſpirators. 

. What Puniſhment did he inſlict on Mithridates, a 
ras his Father's Chamberlain, and had the chief Hand in 
Zis Murder? 

A. He cauſed him to be heated to Death. 

Q. What Manmer of Puniſhment was this ? 

A. The Criminal being laid on his Back in a Boat, 
was ſtretched out, and tied to each Side of it, and a 
nother Boat was put over him, his Head only being 
left out through a Hole made fit for it ; in this Poſture 
they fed him, till the Worms which were bred in his 
Excrements, eat out his Bowels. 

Q. After 
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Q. After he had maſter d the greateſt Diſfcultiy, how Anno 
did he deal with his Brother in Bactria? Mun. 

A. He ſent an Army againit him, and overthrew we 
him in a ſecond Battle, and thereby firmly ſettled 
himſelf in the peaceable Poſſeſſion of the whole Perſian 
Empire: On this Account he appointed a folemn Re- 
joycing to be celebrated in the City of Shy/ar, or 


Suſa. 
Q. For how lng à Term was this Feaſting con- 
tinued ? 


A. One hundred and eighty Days, after which he 
made a great Feaſt for all the Princes and People for 
ſeven Days more, and Vaſtti, the Queen, made a 
like Feaſt in her Appartment for the Women. 

Q What memorable Incident happened during this 
Feaſt ? 

A. The King being merry with Wine, commanded 
ſeven of his Chamberlains to bring Queen Vaßbti before 
him with the Crows Royal on her Head, to ſhew to 
the Princes and People her Beauty, for ſhe was exceeding 
fair ; but ſhe would not come. 

Q. Was Artaxerxes incenſed at her Diſobedience in not 
romplying with his Requeſt ? 

A. Ile called his ſeven Counſellors hereon, to take 
Advice about it, who fearing ſhe might be of ill Ex- 
ample to other Women, adviſed that he ſhould put 
Vaſtti away for ever from him: Accordingly he made 

| a Decree for this ſe, which was regiſier'd among 
| the Laws of the Medes and Perfians, and therefore 
could never again be altered.

Q. Who reigned over the Egyptians after the Death 3609 
of Paufiris. 

A. Pſammitichus, and after lim Nephereus, to whom 
the Lacedæmonians ſent to ſollicit his Aid againſt the 
Perfians, who thereon preſented them with 100 Gallies 
for their Sea War, and 600,000 Buſhels of Corn for 
the Subſiſtance of their Forces; but theſe Ships 
putting in at Rhodes, were all ſeized by Canan. 

Q. Whither did Ageſilaus march his Forces after he 
came out of theſe Winter Duarters ? 

A. He went into Lydia _— Sardis, where 
meeting with T7:z/aphernes, he obtained a great Victory 
over him, and —— both himſelf and al his Army 
with the Spoils. 

Q. How was the Loſs of this Battle taken by Ar- 
taxerxes ? | 
A. It very much incenſed him againſt 7:/aphernes, 
and compleated his Ruin; for the King ſent Tithrau- 
es with Orders to put him to Death, and ſucceed 
him in his Goverament, which he accordingly exe- 
cuted. 

- Q. How did Tithrauſtes manage the Har againſt 
Agetilaus ? 

A. He ſoon made Peace with him, and for the Price

On this 
Pharnabazus returning into his Province, Conor obtain'd 
of him eighty Ships, and fifty 'Talents of Money, to re- 
build the Walls of Alen, with which he reſtored 
that City to its priſtine State, and may be reckoned the 
ſecond Founder of it. 

Q. Were not the Lacedæmonians exceedingly moved 
at this ? 

A. Yes, and ſent Aztalcidas, a Citizen of theirs, 
forthwith to T:ribazus, then Governor of Sardis for 
the King of Perſia, to propoſe Terms of Peace, and 
they accuſed Canon of purloining the King's Money in 
carrying on that Work, for which he was put in Chains, 
and afte-wards ſent to S, and there put to Death by

Q. lung did the Lacedæmonians purſue this Way 

againſt the Perſians ? 

A. All their Doings in Aſia, after the Battle of 
Cnidus, were only as faint Strugglings of a dying Pow- 
er, and ended in a Peace which was very — 
us, as well as diſhonourable, to all that were of the 
cian Name; therefore Artaxerxes being now almoſt

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wholly eaſed of that War, turned all his Power againſt Anno 
Ewagoras, King of Cyprus. Mun. 

Q. How did Evagoras manage againſt them? EE) 

A. Achoris {ſucceeding P/ammitichus in the Ki 
of Egypt, he drew him, the Athenians, and alſo the 
Barceans, a People of Lydia, into a Confederacy a- 
gainſt the Per/#41rs, and this War coſt Artaxerxes ten 3615 
Millions of our Money, before Peace was made between 
them. > 

. The King of Perſia being now free from all o- 
ther Wars, did he not endeavour to reduce the Egyptians, 
nvho had flood out now in Revolt againſt him thirty-ſix 
Years ? 

A. He made great Preparations for it, but before the 3628 
War commenced, Achoris, and two of his Succeſſors, | 
died, and Nectanabis, the firſt of the Sebennite Race, 
reigned in Egypt, who forced the Perſians to return back 

ain into Phenicia, with the Loſs of a great Part 
of their Army, and fo this Expedition came to no- 
thing. 

Q How lang did Evagoras remain in Cyprus after 
the late Peace was concluded? 

A. The fame Year the Perfans invaded Egypt, he 
was murdered by one of his Eunuchs, and Nzcocks 
reigned in his ſtead. 

Q. Who was this Nicocles ? | 

A. He was Son of Fvagoras, and the ſame for whoſe 
Sake two of [ſcrates's Orations were compoſed, and 
they ftill bear the Title of his Name, for which Nzcocks 
gave him 3750 /. 

ö Q. Who was the High-Priefl of the Jews at this 3631 
ame ? 

A. Fehoida being dead, 7 ohanan his Son, called alſo 
— ſucceeded in that Office, and held it 32 
Years. 

Q. Were not the States and Cities of Greece at War

decreed by the King of Per/ia ? 

Q. Did Artaxerxes, after the late unſucceſiſul Expe- 
dition into Egypt, ſtill purſue his Deſigns of recovering 
that Kingdom again to his Empire ? 
A. Tachos, who was now King of Egypt, fearing a 
ſecond Invaſion from the Perſiant, ſent into Greece to 
raiſeMercenaries, and prevailed with the Lacedrmonians 
to aid him with a good Number of Forces, under the 
Command of Ageſi/aus ; but he, on the Egyptiars re- 
volting againſt their King in Phænicia, joined with them, 
and drove Tachos from his Kingdom, and fettled Necta- 
nebus therein. 

Q. Of what Age was Artaxerxes, King of Perſia, 
at this Time ? | 

A. He was now 94 Years old, and great Contentions 
aroſe amongſt his Sons, in making Intereſt with the No- 
bility about the Succeſſion.

A. Artemiſia (his Wife and Siſter) having gathered 
together his Aſhes, and beaten his Bones to Powder, 
took a Potion of them every Day in her Drink, till 
ſhe had drank them all, aiming hereby to make her 
Body the Sepulchre of her dead Huſband, and in two 
Years Time ſhe died of Grief for him, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by 1d:eus her Brother. 

Q. Wha erected that famous Monument for this King at 
Halicarnaſſus, wwhich was reckoned among the ſeven 
Wonders of the World ? 

A. Artemiſia; and from hence all Monuments of 
more than ordinary Magnificence, are called Mau ſo- 
um,.

A. It was uſual for the Carian Kings to marry their

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A. He was now preparing a great Army to invade Aan 
him, but the Phænicians and Cyprians having joined in My.

1 A. He marched with a great Army into Phænicia, 
where Jene, King of S:don, having delivered that 
City into his Hands, the Sidbnians retired into their 
own Houſes, and ſet Fire to them over their Heads, 
whereby 40,000 Men, beſides Women and Children, 
were conſumed.

Q. What Succeſs had Ochus in his next Attempt a- | 
ga the Fovptians 4 1 

A. After ſeveral Engagements, NeFanebus being no 
longer” able to defend himſelf, got together all his 
| reature, fled into Ethigpia, * never again re- 
turned: This was the lait Egyptian that ever reigned q 
in that Country, it having ever ſince been enſlaved to 
Strangers, according to the Prophecy of Exzekie/ xxix.

Q. To whom was the Succeſs of this laſt Expedition 
Lie oxving ? 

A, to Mentor the Rhadian, whom Ochus nobly re- 3653 
warced, for he gave him a hundred Talents, with many 
other valuable Gifts, made him Governor of the 
Aſalic Coalts, and Generaliflimo of all his Forces in 
thoſe Parts. In the rith Year of Ochus, died Plato, 
the famous Athenian Philoſopher.

Philip King of Macedon havi g now 
overthrown the Thebans and Athenians in a great Battle 
at Cheronea, cauſed himſelf to be choſen Captain ge- 
neral of all Greece.

A. To carry on the War againſt the Perſians; and 
the next Year he ſent Parmenio, Amyntas, and Attalus, 
three of his chiefeſt Captains, to begin Heoſllities in 
Aſia.

dered by the Treachery of Caſſander and Poly/pe;con, to 

revent it. ; 
T Q. Whither did Alexander go 2:hi/: Parmenio 200 in

4. He marched with the main of his Army along 
the Sea-Coafts towards Phænicia. 

Q. What Oppofition did he meet with here? 

A. As he advanced, all yielded to him, till he came 
to Tyre; but the Tyrians refuſed him Admittance into 
their City, which Alexander was not able to bear, and 
reſolved to force them to it by a Siege.

A. The old 'Fown flood on the Continent, and had 
been demoliſhed by Nebuchadnezzar ; Alexander with 
unwearied Labour got Timber from Mount Libanu:, 
and with theſe Ruins made a Cauſey, from the Cor- 
tinent to the Iſland, then ſtormed the Town, and 
took it, after a Siege of ſeven Months. The Cauley is

A. He burnt the Town down to the Ground, Sooo 
of the Inhabitants he ſlew in the Sackage, and 2000 of 
thoſe which he took Priſoners he cauſed to be crucified ; 
the reſt, to the Number of 30,000, were fold for ſlaves. 

. Was there not a brazen Statue, or ColoTas of A- 
pollo of a great Height in this City, wwhich the Cartha- 
ginians having taken from Gela in Sicily, had made them 
a Preſent of ? 

A. Yes, and during this Siege ſome Perſon had 
dreamed, that ApollBh was about to leave them, and to . 
go over to Alexander ; for ting whereof, they 
chained this Statue with a golden Chain to the Altar of 
Hercules, thinking thereby forcibly to detain this their 
falſe God from going from them, tho? the Oracles of the 
true God had deitinated them to Deſtruction. Jai. xxiii. 
Ezekiel xxvi, 27. wo 

Q. Which Way did Alexander extend his Conqueſts af- 
ter he had taken Tyre? 

A. He unchained Apollo, render'd Thanks to him for 
his Intention of coming over to him, facrificed to Her- 
cules, and did a great many other ſuperſtitious Follies, 
then marched towards F eru/alem.

Q. /Fhat was the Hizh-Pricfs Reque/? ? ward 

A. That they might enjoy the Freedom of their 
Country, Laws and . Religion, and be exempted every 
{ſeventh Year from paying Tribute; and this their Peti- 
tion was granted by Alexander, who marched thence to 
Gaza. 

Q. IF to gra Governor of this City d 

A. Beti;, one of Darius's Eunuchs, a very valiant 
Man, who defended it to the utmoſt for two Months, 
and Alexarder received two dangerous Wounds in the 
Siege, which provoked his Anger to ſuch a Degree, 
that on taking the Place, he treated the Com- 
mander, and all elſe he found in it, with inexculable 
Cruelty. 

Q. Where did Alexander remove, after he l 
Pnifhed the Siege of Caza, and jetted a Garrijon 
therein ? | 

A. He marched directly to Memphis, which Magus 
the Governor immediately ſurrendred, and there finding 
the Egyptian, out of Hatred to the Perſiaut, univerſally 
diſpoſed to receive him with open Arms, he became 
Maſter forthwith of the whole Country. From en- 
phis he projected a Journey to the Temple of Jupiter

A. In the Deſerts 6f Lybia, about 200 Miles from 
2 Ham the Son of Noah, as he was the firſt 
Planter of Egypt and Lybia after the Flood, ſo he be- 
came the Great God of thoſe Countries; Him the 
Greeks called Fapiter, and the-Egyptians Ammon. A 
lexander in his Way thither built a new City over- 
againſt the Iſland of Pharus, on the Sea Coaſt, and 
called it Alexandria ?

choſe Jupiter Ammon to be his Father, and ſent 
Meſſengers before to corrupt the Prieſts, to declare 
zum the Son of that God by their Oracle, and he 
tollowed after to receive the Honour of that Decla- 
ration; and henceforth in all his Letters, Orders, and 
Decrces, he ſtiled himſelf, King Akxander, Son of Fu- 
iter Ammon. 

I ts remarked by Varro, that about the Time 
of the Building of Alexandria, the Uſe of the Pa- 
pyrus for writing upon, was firſt found out in that 
Country 3 give ſeme Account of it? | 

A. This Papyrus in its proper Signification, was 
a Sort of a great Bullruſh, growing in the Mar- 
ſues of Egypt, near the Nie, which ran up in a tri- 
angular Stalk, and when flak'd from the Stalk (which 
was fifteen Foot in Height, and about eighteen Inches 
in Circumference) and the outer Skin was taken off, 
there were ſeveral inner Skins, partable naturally from 
each other, theſe made the Paper which the Ancients 
uſed, and from this Papyrus, what we now make uſe 
of to write upon, has the Name of Paper. 

Q. What other Devices were uſed in former Times 


for this Purpeſe ? 


A. Pliny tells us, the ancienteſt Wav of Writing was 
on the Leaves of the Palm Tree, afterwards they made 
uſe of the Bark of a Tree for this Purpoie, hence 2 
Book 1s called in Latin Liber. Another Way practiſed 
among the Gres and Romans, was to write on 
"Fables of Wood, covered with Wax, hence ſuch }. 
piſtles are in Latin called Tabella, and the Carriers of 
them Tabellari:. 

O. He did they zunttt on theſe Tables? 
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A. They engraved their Letters on the Wax, with Anne 
2 Bodkin or Style of Iron, hence it is that the dif- Mun. 


ferent Ways of Men's Writing are called % ferent Wy 


Styles ; but it muſt be acknowledged, that the au- 
thentic Copy of the Law, which Hiltiah found in the 
Temple, and ſent to King Fab, was wrote on 
Parchment. 

Q hence came the Invention of our Paper which 7; 
made of the Paſte of Rags ? 

A. This Invention ſeems to be brought out of the

A. While he lay at Nautica, but he was obliged yy 
to reduce many Nations on this Side the River Indus 
firſt, which were then reckoned Part of dia ; among 
theſe were the A/acars ; but Cleaphis, Queen of that 
Nation, being a beautiful Woman, redeemed her King- 
dom by proſtituting her Body to his Luſt, whereby ſhe 
incurr'd ſuch Infamy among the b:4ians, as they call'd 
her ever afterwards the Royal IF hore. 

Q. Had fhe any Child by this Concubinage ? 

A. She had a Son, who from the Name of his Fa- 
ther was called Alexander, and who afterwards reigned 
in thoſe Parts.

A. His Soldiers being weary of ſuch Anizht Errantry, 
forced him to put an End to the War; and after he had 
erected twelve Altars for a Memorial of his having been 
there, he repaſſed the Hydaſpes, and having at the Place 
where he vanquiſh'd Porus built a City call'd Nicea, 
and another not far off which he call'd Bucephala, in 
Memory of his Horſe Bucephalus, which died there, he 
ordered his Fleet to be drawn down thither, purpoſing to 
carry his Conqueſts that Way as far as the Ocean, and 
then return to Babylon.

A. In order hereto Al xander ſent Orders to all his 
Lieutenants in AMe/epotamia and Syria, for a Fleet- of 
Ships fit for ſuch an Uundertaking : This ſhews the 
Greatneſs of his Deſigns, but this, as well as others of 
them, were qaa{t.'d by his Death. 

. Where did Alexander go from Carmann ? 

A. 'T'o Paſargada, aud from thence to Saſa, where 
he had left all the Captive Ladies at his laſt being 
there, and he now took to Wiſe Statira, eldeſt Daugh- 
ter of Darius, and gave Drypctis the younger to He- 
P hoſtian his chief Favourite, who died ſoon after, and 
Alexander folemnized his Funeral with extravagant Ho- 
nours, and with as extravagant Cruelty. 

Q. How did Alexander divert his Grief for the Loſs 
of this Faxourite ? 

A. He led his Army againſt the Caſſeant, a war- 
like Nation in the Mountains of Media, which none of 
the Kings of Per/a could ever bring in Subjection to 
them, but he in forty Days wholly ſubdued them, and 
paſſed the Tigris towards Zabyior.

Place, as well as the Country about it, had ſuffered by 
Cyrus's breaking down the Banks of the Euphrates ; but 
failed of effecting either; for gratifying himſelf in the 
Pleaſures and Luxuries of the Place, eſpecially in Drink- 
ing to the utmoſt Exceſs, he threw himſelf into a 
Fever, which killed him.

A. He made greit Preparations for that Purpoſe 
both by Sea and Land, which alarmed Prolemy, Selencus, 
and Ly/inachus, who all entered into a Confederacy a- 
gainſt him, and drew in Pyrrhus King of Epirus to join 
with them; then invaded Macedaria in two Places, 
while Demetrius was abſent in Greece, providing for his 
Alan Expedition. 

Q. Dil this News draw him back again into Ma- 
cedonia ? 

A. Before he could arrive, Pyrrhus had taken Beræ a, 
a great City there, where many of Demetriu;'s Sol- 
diers had their Families. This News no ſooner got 
into the Army, but they declaring they would return 
Home to defend their Friends, revolted to Py-rhu;, 
and made him their King, on which Demetrius fled in 
the Diſguiſe of a private Soldier into Greece.

A. The two Brother: rebelled againſt him; and LH, 
after he had recovered all that Attalus, King of Peroamus 
had wreſted from the Syrian Empire, declared himſelf 
King of ia.

Whereon the two Brothers firſt flew their Mother, then 
their Wives and Children, and afterwards themſelves. 

Did Antiochus renew his Deſign upon . 
after he had ſuppreſſed theſe Traitors ? 

A. He firſt laid Siege to Selencia, which lay on the 
Mouth of the River Orontes, and was the Sea-port to 
Antioch ; and having carried it by a general Aſfault, 
drove the Egyptians out ; then hatined into C- Syria, 
being invited thither by Theodotus, Ptofomy's Governor 
of that Province, with offer of putting the whole Coun- 
try into his Hands, 

Q. What were the Advantages he made of this Inwi- 
tation? 

3788 A. It enabled him to carry on the War with great Suc- 
ceſs, during this Years Campaign; but the next Spring, 
theſe two Kings came to a deciſive Battle, and each of 
them rid before the Front of their reſpettive Armies, to yi 
encourage their Men to fight.

2 Ptolemy gained a compleat Victory; and Antiochus tt 
was forced to quit thoſe Parts, and return to Antioch, 7 
with the Loſs of 10,000 Men — and 4000 taken 
Priſoners.

_ deprive them. 
Q. What Method did he take tu do this ? 
3787 A. He made a Decree, that all of the Few; Nation 
who lived there, ſhould be enrolled in the 3d Rank a- 
mong the common People: and at the 'Time of their 
Enrollement, ſhould have the Mark of an Foy Leaf, the

the Air at that Time.

A. He durſt no longer proſecute his Rage againſt the 
Fexvs; butrevoking all his Decrees, added more Favours 
unto them, and gave them Liberty to put to Death all 
thoſe who had apoſtatiſed from their Religion, which 
they accordifigly executed, not ſparing a Man.

A. He obliged him to waſte his Amy without ęct- 
ting any Advantage by it, of which Aztiochus being 
weary, clapped up a Peace with him, for the ratify ing 
of which, Euthydemas ſent his Son as an Hoſtage to

Q. hat Fortune did his Son meet 2vith at Anticch ? 

A. The King taking a liking to him, gave hun dne 3-48 
of his Daughters in Marriage, and for his Sake, allowed 185 
the Father to take the Title of King of Bactria, which 
was the very Point they had been contending. 

Q. During theſe Is ars, how went on Matiers en

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Anno A. This Year died Ptolemy Philopator, having worn

A. With great Prudence and Fidelity. In the firſt 
Place he provided againſt the Invaſions of the Con- 
federated Kings, and fent Scopas into Ætolia, who had 
been Governor formerly there, to raiſe as many Men as 
he could to reinforce the Army, and he brought 6000. -

A. The Rhedians conducted her with their whole 
Fleet from Syria into Macedon, and in their Way ftop- 
ped at Delus, an Iſland in the Ægean Sea, ſacred to 
Apollo, where he had a Temple erected to him of the 
greateſt Note in all Greece, next to that at Deſphos. 

. What extraordinary Things were done here? 

A. Laodice made many Offerings to the Temple, and 
gave many Gifts to the People of this Place ; on which 
they erected a Statue to her, on the Pedeſtal of which 
was engraven the following Inſcription in Greet Letters. 
The People of Delus erected this for Queen 
Laodice, the Daughter of King Seleucus, and the 
Wife of Uing Perſeus, becauſe of her Uirtue and 
of her Piety to the Temple, and Beneficence to 
the People of Delus. This is till extant among the 
Arundel Marbles at Oxford. 


Q. What Deaths or Removals happened at | eruſalem 3928

A. Simon a Benjamite was made Protector of the

commanded in that Province, Oftawianus came to an 
Agreement with them, on which a new Viumturate 
was erefted, and the three Generals divided the Reman 
Empire between them. Hence many Roman Nobtcs 
were proſcribed, among whom by Order of M. Autry 
periſh'd Cicero, Pxixck of the Reman Eloquence.

A. Great 'Preparations had been 12 on both 
Sides, and Caſſius ſent to Chepatra for her Aid, which 
being deny d, he refoly'd to invade Eyyp? > On his 
Way thither he received Letters after Letters from Bru- 
tut to haſten to his Aſſiſtance, adviſing that the Tr;- 
»xruvirate had gotten together an Army of forty Legi- 
ons, eight of which had paſſed the .4d:atic, and tlie 
reſt were following to fall upon him. 

Q. Did this News draw Caſſius from his intended 
S:xpedition againſt Cleopatra? |

After this Victory Odlavianus 
returned to Rome, and Antony went into Aſia, to ſettle 
the Eaftern Provinces.

A. The Faction of Malichus took up Arms againſt 
the Sons of Antipater, to revenge his Death, but were 
foon maſtered by Phaſaelus and Herod, who juſtly up- 
braided Hyrcanus for favouring the adverſe Party: But 
at this Time a Match being ſet on Foot between Herod 
and Mariamne, the Grandaughter of Hyrcanus, that re- 
conciled all Differences. {

A. Being told, after three Days Ofawianus in- 
tended to carry her to Rome to make Part of the Show in 
his Triumph, ſhe cauſed herſelf to be bitten with an Ay 
to avoid that Infamy, and died after ſhe had reign'd 22 
Years, and liv'd 39. In her Death ended the Reign of 
the Ptolemys in Egypt, which from the Death of Alxan- 
der had laſted 294 Years, and it continued a Province of 
the Roman Empire, of which Cornelius Gallus was by Au- 
gu/ius made the firſt Præeſecture, till taken from them by 
the Saracens, Ann. Dom. 641. 

Q. What Sort of Creature is the Aſp ? 

A. It is a Serpent, proper only to the Countries of 
Egypt and Lybra ; thoſe who are bitten with it die with- 
in three Hauts, by Sleep and Lethargy, without any 
Pain; and Clopatra choſe this Death as the eaſieſt.

A. They were Women of ancient Times, ſaid to have 
been endu'd with a prophetical Spirit, and to have deliver'd 
Oracles, ſhewing the Fates and Deſtinies of Kingdoms; 
ten of which are mentioned in the Writings of the 
Ancients, who all, from the eldeſt of them being named 
Sibylla, were called Sibyls ; but who they were, or when 
or where they lived, different Authors, as to theſe Par- 
ticulars, write differently concerning them, and moſt 
they ſay of them, is manifeſtly Fable and Fiction. 

Q. But has it not been particularly obſerved, that ſome 
of theſe Prophecies can admit of no rational Interpretation 
unleſs oben applied to the Meſſiah? 

A. Yes, and as the Jeu in their ſeveral Diſperſions 
all the World over, were in earneſt Expectation of Chris 
coming, above 80 Years before his Birth, both from the 
Prophecies of Daniel and other Prophets of the old Teſ- 
tament: Theſe Things being often talk'd of among 
the Heathens in the ſeveral Places where they reſided, at 
length inſenſibl into Reputation, and might be re- 
ceived among — — 5 from their —. Oracles, 
and moſt of them became grafted among the Oracles of 
the Sibyu, as if they had come from them: Or perhaps, 
God having ordained that the coming of his Son ſhou'd 
be foreſhewn to the Heathens, might do it from their 
own Oracles. Thus he forced Balaam to prophecy of 
the coming of his Son out of Faceb ; thus the Magians 
came from the Eaſt to acknowledge and adore him ; and 
thus he forced the Devils themſelves when caſt forth by 
him, to own him to be the Sor of God. By theſe two 
means, all the Prophecies ſpread abroad among the Hea- 
thens concerning him and his Kingdom, whether S:by//ine 
or others, were firſt introduced among them.
